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(2) 
his Majeſty fent him with his firſt Ambaſſador Leer Sir Charles 
Cornwalls into Spain as his —_, and joynt Commiſſioner ; 
where at his firſt arrival the Teſwits held with him a Subtile Diſ- 
pute about the Antiquity and Nluyerſality of the Church of Rome, 
which they.made the Preface to all their Seducements, his grand 
oppoſers being Foſeph Crefipell, and H. Walpole, rwo the moſt 
ec Politicians of our Nation, who then maintained the State 
of the Tripple Crown ; whoſe underſtanding nevertheleſs would 
not prove captive, either to their ſubtleſt Arguments , or moſt 
alluring promiſes. The Ambaſſador ſeeing how wiſely he quitted 
himſelf, ſent Letters to his Majeſty, informing him how learned- 
ly he was accompanied. "The King as he was a liberal Mecznas 
to the Learned, eſpecially to thoſe who were of the Clergy, ſent 
him his Royal grant of the next falling place of Eminency in his 
Kingdom, as an encouragement to his further Services. Mean 
while the Feſuits perceiving how little they prevailed, uſed other 
illuſftons ſtronger Go their Arguments, even ſtrange apparitions 
of Miracles ; amongſt others, the Miracle which they pretend 
to be true to have happened to the Eldeſt ſon of the Lord Wotton, 
at his Death, in the City Valodalid, where a Crucifix fram'd him 
this articulate Sound, Now forſake Hereſie, or elſe you are darn'd. 
Whereupon the young Lord and my Father became Proſelytes to 
their jugling Religion, the report wh long after became 
a Loadſtone alſo to the old Lord Wotton, with many others to 
draw them to Popiſh Idolatry. And ſo my Father leaving the 
Ambaſfadors houſe privately, and diſcarding Wife and Children 
and Fortunes in England, was conducted forthwih by the means 
of Father Creſwell to the Univerlity of Salamanca, whereat the 
yext day after hus arrival, he was carried'to the Biſhops their In- 

zufitors houſe, where he was admitted with no little joy to their 
>hurch, where he ating bimſelf on the ground, and the 
Inquiſtor putting ( as their Cuſtom is ) his __ foot on his 
head, faid with a loud voice, Here I eruſh the head of Hereſie: 
the which Ceremony and others ended, after a months abode in 
the ſaid Univerlity, he paſſed with, CreſaelFto the Univerſity of 
Madrid, where the King informed by Crefvel/what had happened, 
was exceeding joyfull, and gave charge to his chief Secretary 
of State Don Juan Itaques, that he ſhould give him whilſt he 
hved a fair Annual Penſion out of his private purſe, But here 
Creſwells Policy is ſeen, which was 1n counſelling hin not to

take above 5o Dhckats monthly, for fear if ke ſhould take more, 
the Hereticks ( for fo his tongue ſhiled them) ſhould happly ſay, he 
changed his air or not Conſcience: and that having left 
greater means in England, it would prove a ſingular Example 
to draw many ſouls fer him, fince it was clear it was not gain 
that was his Mark. Kind Reader, take notice here of Feſuitical 
Stratagems ; recount a while the grief and Sorrow of my Mother, 
his Wite, my Brethren and Kindred; when as they _— daily 
he would prove the honour of their Linage, their expectation on 
a Sudden was terminated in ſighs and lamentings. Bur it's necef- 
fary I declare how my Mother, not long after, was allured by my 
Father thus Revolted : and having withſtood: for 5 years ſpace 
all his Letters and inticements; with thoſe alfo of the Jeſuits and 
Prieſts ( but where the Husband goes firſt, the Wife commonly 
follows after, it being the weakneſs of that Sex) was at length 
Seduced by one Kelly a Jeſuit, who coming for that end with Let- 
ters from her Husband, miſled her away having brought her to 
Sell all ſhe had,,carried > her forthwith into Flanders with 
her four Children, Hugh the Eldeſt, ſince dead in Aadrid, 
Catherine who dicd a Nun in L:5bon, Mary who now lives a Nun 
in a Monaſtery called: Camber, by Bruxels; and Fames ( wiz. 
my Self.) eſe with my Mother lived and expeted my Fa- 
therg Pleafure, and there having been ordered to take Shipping 
for Spain, Embarked her ſelf at Dunkirk for St. Lucas in "8 


4n a Ship calPd the Hound of Dunkirk, a Ship very famous for 


its feats in War; and thus through a Million of dangers ( meet- 
ing with a mighty Wrack, &c. ) we arrived on the Spaniſh Coaſts, 
where her Husband with joyful Embracements , moſt lovingly 
welcom'd Her, and her Children. I now forthwith was brought 
to a School in Sivillto learn to write and read the Spaniſh Tongue, 
and having attained here to my prefixed end, was preſently after 
Chatechiſed in the Roman Faith at Madrid, where'and at Siwill 
I continued about $8 years; from whence, through rhe counſel 
of the Jeſuits my Farher ſent me to St. Omers, where [ wasenſnared 

tothe Diſcipline of the Place after their accuſtomed manner. _ 
In the year 1618. I took farewell of the Royal Town Madrid, 
and ot-my Father, Mother, and other Friends ; and having en- + 

countred with ſeveral Difficulties in my Voyage,( which for brevir 

fake I omit) ar laſt I arrived atthe Colledg in St. Omers, -whic 
was founded about 40 years ſince, by the order and furtherance of 
B 2 Father 
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Father Parſons, that famous Jeſuit, who ſent Father Flack to 
St. Omer: , with ſufficient moneys for the foundation, having 
before obtained of his Catholick Majeſty a Pention of 2000 Duc- 
cats per Annum, for the maintainance of the Studentsthere. The 
firſt night I was by the Retor and other Fathers very well enter- 
rained, at Supper, and lengthen'd the meal (according to my 
Narrative of my Voyage) untill bed-time broke up both. - No 
ſooner had the morning and my Self open'd our eyes, but the 
ReQtor, and Father Creſwel ſent for me, where they begun a 
Remonſtration of their Rules, Orders, and Obſervations ſomewhat 
ſhorter than their entertainment. Firſt, that they may take none 
blindfold, rhey Anatomized me with a general Confeſſion of all 
my Sins ; then cloſed up all again by the Sacrament : and after 
this, leaſt there might be any relique of the world left upon me, 
they made me disinveſt my elf of ſuch prophane garments that 
Thad, and the ſuperfluities of hair,but one they kept,the other they 
threw away. Then was I reinveſted with a Doublet of white Can- 
vas, 'Breeches and Stockings, that had not troubled the weaver 
with over much pains, Caffock and Stockings of the ſame, black 
and grave, the band preciſe and ſhort, with a Hatt that might 
almolt cover all, and ſhooes correſpondent. 

Thus accoutred, the Rector delivered me. another Student to 
whom he gave the charge of ſhewing \me Colledg, and com- 
mitting me to Father Thunder to appoint me a Study and Cham- 
ber in the Dormitory, which was ſpeedily done, and the next 
morning I was promoted to the firſt Form, ( called the Figures ) 
there had I given me a Schedule, which contained the duties and 
obſervances of the houſe, which are as follows. Firſt and above 
all entire obſervance and duty to be pertormed to. the Rector, as 
our Vice-God : next, to the Vice-ReCtor as his Miniſtet; next 


- to the Prezfccts, who are Overſeers of the Schools. The hrit of 


theſe was Father Robert Drury ({ who had his Sermon knock'd 
out of his brains at Black-Fryers ; ) "The other Father Thunder, 
who appoints Chambers, and Studies, and makes them render 
an account thereof, keeps hours of Study andrecreation, and ex- 
erciſes many of his Claps upon their breeches. "The third is 
' Father Darcy, Prafe&t of the Sodalitium Beata Marie, and the 

Refetory. Then to all the reſt of the Fathers in the Houle, as 
Father John Flood ( and likewiſe, ghoſtly Father to the Students ) 


ke who is their Champion »» anſwer and write againſt the Pro- - 
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reſtants in England. and Father Baker, who is Burſer of the Col- 
ledg, who keeps the Bag, and provides neceſſaries. Beſides, ſpecial 
reſpect is due to the five Maſters of the Schools, to Father A drian 
or Tuſb, (which the Students call him from his own mouth) ro Fa- 
ther Lacy, the Reader of Poetry, and Maſter 'of the Syntax. Father 
H. Bentley, and Father F. Compton of Grammar, and Father 7. 
Crater of the Figures, and Father Wilſon Overſeer of the Print- 
houſe. And belgles, duty 1s to be givento the Porter, who 1s the 
Lord Mountague*s Brother, ( who hath-not as yet been higher pro» 
moted.) Alſo ro the Burſer, Brewer, Tailor, Butler, Baker, Apothe- 
cary, Shoo-maker, Maſter of the, Infirmary, who over-looks the 
Sick ; the Clerk and Cook, who are all Lay-Brothers. 

Let us now deſcend to the Students, their chiefelt Quality is 
Noble Blood for the moſt part ; and to make Proſelytes of ſuch, the 
Fathers compaſs Sea and Land, perfuading them, that ſuch a 
Calling adds to their Nobility ; for, Nobilis non naſcitur, ſed fit. 
Of others leſs eminent by birth it is required, they ſhould at leaſt 
equal, if not tranſcend in eminency of Parts and Wits, which in 
ume would purchaſe better portions, than men- more Nably de- 
ſcended would have afforded from inheritance. The number of 
the firſt ſort are ordinarily abour an 100, of the latter about 20. 
The abſervations of the diſtributions of the day is thus: Every 
morning the fifth hour ſummons themup, the firſt half is beſtowed 
in making up themſelves and their Beds ; the place where they 
fleepis calld a Dormitory, containing three long Galleries, top-- 
ping the houſe; each of theſe is turniſh'd with about fifty Beds, 
diſtanced onely by a partition of boards. "The next half hour the 
Chappel doth challenge their attendance, and the Maſs their de- 
votion-; whoſoever is abſent, ſhall be ſure ro have the unwelcome 

reſence of Father Thunder. Atfix, they all go to Study in a large 
Hall under the firſt Gallery, where, according to order, each takes 
his ſeat, where they Study one hour, and 1n the midſt walks Father 
Thunder, and fees they all keep filence, and be diligent at their 
Books. All are bound to be there without budging at ſeven 
which is their hour of Breakfaſt ; they go down two by two, with 
their Books under their arms, and hrit thoſe in the Rhetorick un- 
to the RefeCtory, where every one hath: for his part a piece of 
bread and butter, and beer as pleafeth him. The loſs of this Break- 
faſt is their puniſhment, whole names had been given up to the 
Prefect the day before for having ipoke En:7/:h. \Within a quarter 
ot. 
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.of an hour, each Bo its the Refeory, and repairs to 
Schools, from fon ad a half until nine; after which time, 
the Prztets and Maſters leave the Schools, and the Students of the 
three Under-Schools go up tothoſe of the Upper, who read Greek 
to them till ten, at which time, every one cs himſelf ro his 
Study till eleven, thento Dinner, After they have ranged them- 
ſelves awhile, the ReQor and Father.enter, the Elder ſays Grace 
himſelf, or ordains another ; which being done, he placeth himſelf 
at the upper end of the Table, the others in their order. 
All this time the Students mouths are ſhut, not from eating, but 
_— beſtowing their ears upon ſix other of their Companions 
ſpuring, three againſt three, in two Pews, one overthwart the 
other, of ſuch things which may rather help digeſtion to the Fa- 
thers, than benefit their own underſtandings: as, Whether their Pa- 
ternitzes had not better cat Fleſh or Fiſh, drink Wine or Beer? and 
this Diſpute begins and ends with Dinner. At the Fathers meal, 
both Ceres and Bacchws vouchlate their company to fit, and that 
liberally too; their meat is what their delicate Stomachs can deſire, 
which their Procurator caters for. Of which, and much more, you 
may read in Lewes Owen. 

Now let us cometo the Collegiates and their Diet: Firſt, th 
are ſerved in by Seven of their own Rank m_— and in courſe, 
and according to Seniority, each man hath firſt bronght him a 
meſs of Broth, which is the Antipaſt ; afterward half a pound of 
Beef, which they call their Portion ; afterward an Apple or piece 
of Cheeſe, which they call their Poſt-paſt ; Bread and Beer as they 
call for it. When they have ended the Meal, the ReCtor enjoyns- 
ſilence to the Diſputants ; and then riſing from the Table himſelf, 
ſands and ſays Grace ; which ſaid, the Students firſt go our one 
by one, each making his reverence, with hat in hand, to the Re- 
Etor: next after himſelf goes forth to hear them play their Muſick, 
which isin a great Hall over the RefeCtory , thence —__ of 
the Clock, they recreate themſelves in the Garden ; thence each 
man ro his Study till rwo, then again to the Schools, ſo until four 
anda half (as in the morning) at their Greek and Latin Exerciſes ; 
then again to their Studies until ſax, which 1s Supper-time, and in 
the ſamemanner ſpent as Dinner, ſaving that (1x others go into 
the Pews, and after ſome ſhort Diſputations, ,one of one fide reads 
the Latine Martyrology, and another after him the Engliſh, which 

contains the Legend of our Engliſh Martyrs, and Traitors _ 
: ther, 
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ther. The Students hear out the Relation with admiring, and 
cap in hand to the memary of Campian, Garnet, Thomas Becket, 
and Moor. Aﬀer this, until ſeven and a balf, Muſick unt:leight, 
they recreate themſelves together; thence to their Studies again 
unnl balf an hour be paſt; ſo to their Litanies, and to provide 
therſelvesto bed. But before they doit, for the moſt parr, they 
demandon their kneesallthe PrzfeCts BenediCtions, otherwiſe they 
take not themſelves bleſſed : then while they are diſrobing them-- 
ſelves, one amonglit them reads ſome Miracle, ur new Book, until 
ſleep cloſe up all, and Father Thunders noiſe awake them in the 
morning. Diſcipline is here enough, wereit well beſtow'd. "Thus 
paſs they.their days and years, fave Tueſdays and Thurſdays, when 
on the afternoons they are licenſed to the Recreation of the 0 
felds, on this wiſe: Dinner ended, we march forth out of the Col 
ledg by two and two, Father Thunder himſelf carrying up the 
Rear, until we are diſtant about a nule from the Town, where we- 
walk, or play at Ball, or Bowles, or other ſuch Games, till the Clock, 
or our Stomachs ſtrike Supper-time ; then repairing tothe Col- 
ledg, roſt Mutton 1s our proviſton, not being ordinary. Now 
let us touch Sabbath affairs,. unto which, on Saturday in. the after-- 
noon, from four till ſix, and after Supper till eight, all the Students 
confeſs themſelves to their GhoſtlyFathers above named.On Sunday 
morning at fix of the Clock, they hie to their Studies, where they 
read Sacred Letters until ſeven; from thence to the Chappel, and 
Congregation of our Lady, which is kept in one of. the Schools, 
Father Darcy, aforeſaid, being Przfect of that place, where ſittiny 
in a Chair, he exhorrs all to the honour of the Virgin Mary, de- 
claring to them her great Power and Miracles. All the Schools 
are not admitted hereunto, but onely thoſe whom the Prafe&t and 
his Twelve Conſultors approve of which Twelve Confultors 
are ordinarily termed his White Boys. The priviledg of this So- 
dality is, That they have Graces, Roſaries, Beads, Indulgences, 
Medals, and hallowed Grains, from his Holineſs ; in vertue 
whereof, as the PrzfeCt tells them, being once admuttcd into the 
fame Society, they may obtain Pardon of all their fins paſt, and 


* at the hour of their death, ſaying, or but thinking on the Name 


of Feſus, Mary, Joſeph, they are actually pardoned and freed 

m the pains of Purgatory, which. otherwiſe, had they not 

been of thus Society, they ſhould have endured. With one of the 

atorcfaid. Grains, ſaying one 4ve Mary, they may, by the _ 
Oo 
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of each, deliver a Soul from Purgatory. Beſides, on the day any 
that are'in this Sodality eſtabliſhed, their ſins are remitted, ſwear- 
ang fidelity, and ſtiling themſelves the Virgins Slaves: On this 
manner each Sunday berween. ſeven and erght they fpend theit 
time, and they -all go to Maſs, and receive. the Communion; 
thence to Breakfaſt, afterward to the Study, buſying themſelves 
in reading Divine Stories { as they ſtile them”) till Dinner; anon, 
after Dinner, they hic to their Church, where they ſing Veſpers 
and Liranies to our Lady for England's Converſion, having writ- 
ten on their Church and Colledg doors m great Golden Lercrs, Fe- 
fu, Feſu ! Converte Angliam, fiat, fiat. O Feſu,Convert England, let 
it be done, let it come to paſs. "Theſe are onely the ourſides of their 
Profeſſion, if you defire to rip up the heart, guts, and bowels of 
theſe treacherous Wolves(or holy Fathers) you have it intheſetwo” 
Particulars. I. Their Interrogatory, or Confeſſions. T'. Their Do- 
drine, or Goſpel. Touching the hrſt, ( becauſe I will not ſpend* 
time in this particular already publiſhed ) I refer you to Peter du 
Moulin, which is entituled, Nowaute de Papiſme, where you may 
at large read thoſe abominable abuſes commuted 1n their Inter- 
rogatories. Touching the latter, ( viz. their Doctrine ) I ſhall 
onely give you a taſte, ( ſome having written largely on this ſub- 
35eR) and not of every particular, bur onely ſome droppings, each 
whereof are no leſs than deadly poiſons ; but we will not fear to 
be infeted by any of them, becauſe ( bleſſed be God ) this Age is 
provided with Antidotes and precious Preſervatives againſt that 
Contagion.

Their Order of the Virgin Mary anbowe/”d, with the 
Garbaze of intolerable Blaſphemies in that their New

He Reader muſt note, that in this latter Age, the Cup of 
Abominations was almoſt drunk up and empned, even to the 
very dregs, (wiz. the Idolatries and Superſtitions of the Church of 


Rome, 
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Rome, that Scarlet Whore ) having made drunk many of the In- 
habitants of the Earth therewith; but in this exigent and extre- 
mity, other Locuſts came flying our of the bottomleſs Pit, to re- 
pair the ruines of the Romuſh State, and to repleniſh her golden 
Cup with a new ſupply of Spiritual Fornications; to which end, 
they have ( firſt ) revived many deviliſh DoCtrines, half dead, and 
damned in the former Ages; and what in former times were 
ſcarce mentioned in converſe by the worlt of their Predeceflors, is 
now by them preached on the houſe-tops. And (ſecondly) not ſo - 
content, the better to fill her Cup brim-full with the Quinteſſence 
of moſt refined abominations, they have hatched many horrible 
Dodtrines, and helliſh Opinions, never heard of in the elder Ages ;- 
which are ſuch exquiſite InfeEtions to a mans Soul, that the Purple . - 
Whore hath willingly thrown away a great part of her old Drugs, 
ro makeroom forthe new and more precious poiſons confetted b 
the Jeſuits : Popery being much altered fince rhe Jeſints ſtarted 
up, (which Luther call'd « Devils laſt Fart) both in their Service 
(as may be ſeen in their Miſſals and Breviaries ) and in their Cere- 
monies (as appears in their Pontihcals and Ceremonials, comparing 
the old and new together. ) 


Of the firſt ſort of Poiſons aretheſe. 


1. That an Image of God or Chriſt is to be worſhipped with 
aeTyia, that is, with the ſame Worſhipas God himſelf. So teach 
Gretser, and Greg. dg Valent. and ſay, It is thecommon and re- 
ceiv'd opinion. 

(2.) That God hath divided his Kingdom with the Virgin Ma- 
*y, keeping Juſtice to himſelf, but commuting Mercy unto her. 

(3.) That a man may appeal from Gods Juſtice, to the Mercy of 
the Virgin Mary. Theſe two Biel and Bernardine de Buſt do teach, 
and Poſſeoine the Jeſuit highly commends thoſe Books. 

(4) That the Pope is ſuperior to the Emperor, not onely in 
Spirituals, but in Temporals, and ought to have precedence before 
him. Soteacheth Liber Sacrarum Ceremontarum Romane Eccleſiz, 
which 1s highly commended by Bellarmine, and Paſſevinus allo. 
Theſe and many others are by them revived. 
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Of the ſecond ſort are theſe. 


(1.) That God hath made the Virgin Mary partaker of his 
Divine Powerand Majeſty (as far as he may. ) So Horatius Tur- 
ſelltmus a Jeſuit. 

(2.). That a man ſhall oftentimes be ſooner heard by God, 
through the Mediation of the Virgin Mary, than of Jeſus Chriſt. 
Chriſcfows Viſit a Ciftertian, and 1s allowed by Poſſevinac. 

(3.) That a man may Equivocate beforea Magiltrate, Azorins, 
Tollet, and all Jeſuits. ,'- 

(4.) That Herefie makes a man uncapable of a Kingdom, and 
makgs him a Uſurper, who is -otherwiſe a lawtul King, wiz. 
Mariants Simanca, Bozins, and othersallowed by the Jeſuits, 

(5.) That the Pope hath power not only to pronounce what 
is Herelie, but after that to deprive Kings, andrto diſpoſeof their 
Kingdoms, as he thinks beſt. viz. Reſſews and others allowed b 
ther. With many other, not convenient hereto bejanieclainnd, 
which the former utes never heard of, at leaſt in ſuch manner as 
now they be holden. Burt ſeeing they are all of rwo forts, either 
touching the Crown of Chriſt himſelf, or the Crowns of Kings, 
his — on earth; I will defire you to be contented with one 
example of both Sorts. Touching the Crowns of Kings cc. 
Thus teacheth a Jeſwt too well known in England. wiz. It is the 
judgment of all Catholicks, Divines, and Lawyers, and it is cer- 
tain, and de fide, that what Chriſtian Prince ſoever, doth appa- 
rently fall from the Catholick Religion, and would alſo. draw 
others with him, doth pſo fafo forthwith tall trom all Right, 
Title, Place and Power of their Kingdoms or Dominions, by 
force both of Gods and mans Laws, and this beforeany Sentence 
be pronounced againſt him by the Pope: and that all his Subjects 
are free from the Oaths they have made to Him: and they may 
( nay they ought) to put him down, and caſt him out fron all 

vernment as an Heretick, an Apoltate, and an enemy of God, 
and the Common-weal, &c. And this Dotnne, 1s certain, un- 
doubred, and refined. See the Book called, Andree Philoparris 
reſponſio ad Ediftum Elizabethe anno 91. Sect, 2. artic. 157. 
pag. 109. Editions Aug. 1592. Ihs Engliſh Jeſuit ( of 
whom I but now ſpake ) is Arthur Creſwell. Alas that we ſhould 
kc to hear ſuch Doctrine taught! eſpecially by an Engliſh =_ 

ut 
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but whereas he tiles himſelf a Divine and a Prieft of Rome, we 
thence conclude, that he carried no fuch learning with him outof 
Englanlf; bur found it at Rome concerning Chriſt. That which 
I have afore ſet down, is vile and wicked, and ſuch-as the Elder 
world, and miſty times of Popery would have abhorred: bur 
there is one impiety of late broched by one Jeſuit, ( Clarws Bonar- 
ſeims ) and Poſſivine the Jeſuit in the name of all others approvesof 
it.) So horrible and heinous, that I want words to expreſs it ; 
but this I can fay.. Itis ſuch as the world never yet heard of, ſuch 


as the ages paſt feared not, and the future will not believe, nay | 


ſuch as we in theſe days would not believe of our very enemies, if 
the Evidence of the fa&t made it not paſt all denyaland excuſe; for, 
would a man imagin that they who proſeſs themſelves the Servants 
ot Teſzs my above other men, ſhould conceive of Him, ſpeak 
to Him, and play with Him, as with a fucking Child in his Mo- 
thers arms? Nay that is nothing, they make Him an underling 
to a woman, and not his Perſon only, but his Blood and Merits, 
comparing His blood and the Virgin Maries milk together, and 
upon compariſon find them ſo equal, that they mix them together, 
and in the mixture finds the milk ſo excellent, that they prefer it 
above and before the Blood, as a thing more precious, and with 
which they may not be ſo bold, as with the blood of Chriſt, and 
fear not to affirm that the Corruption of our Nature, and fins of 
our Soul are healed as well by her Milk, as by Chriſts blood. A 
Blaſphemy whereat the Angels will ſhrink, and the very Devils 
_ and yet no doubt but we ſhall find Jeſuits will de- 
end 1t. 
Before I come to ſpeak of the Approbation of this Author 
[ Clarins Bonarſcires | who vents ſuch abominable Stuff, and like- 
wiſe a diſcovery of the Ladies of Hall, and Sichem (who arethe 
occaſion of This New Goſpel) 1 ſhall relate to the world one 
particular expreſſion of a Jeſuur, who preach'd in Awuſperg 1n the 
year 1583, and his Text = theſe words, We are made a 
Speflale unto God, Angels, and the World. In his Sermon he 
compared the Feſuits Order to Nebuchadnezzars Image: Our 
Father gnatizs ( ſaith he) is the Golden Head, to . oh with 
thoſe who lived with him : but when the firſt 10 Fathers were 
dead, others followed, nothing ſo good as the firſt, and theſe 
were the breaſts and arms of Sihver. Then our Society being 
enlarged from 60 to many hundreds, it grew in Greatneſs : 
2 bur 
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but decayed in Goodneſs, and then moſt of them were [dle-bellies; 
and ſuch whoſe god was their bellie, and theſe are the Bellies and 
Thighs of Braſs ;, and then ſtill growing in number, and falling 
into more Voluptuouſneſs, and carnality, they were ſo drowned 
in pleaſures, that their hearts were harden'd againſt all good coun- 
cel, theſe were the Legs of Iron; and laſtly many of us are ſuch, 
as though they live in our Golden Society, yet they areall together 
earthly minded men, and theſe be the Feer of Clay. 
Hereupon ( faith he) ut & out of all doubt that as our Societ 

ſuddenly £ un, ſo ſhall it ſuddenly come to nought, ſeeing it daily 
falls from ill to worſe; O my bretbren ( ſaith he Y ſuch a Spe&ta- 


cle arewe made ! Now therefore, leaſt this Image of ours be broken 


in pieces ( as that other was, ) we mult go to our Father Ignatins, 
that good Alchymiſt,and learn of him how we may be Transformed 
from Clay and Iron, into Gold again: Let us therefore go into 
the furnace and purge our ſelves. "Thus far the Jeſuits Sermon. 
Bur if their lives be look'd at for the 3o years {ince he ſpake, we 
ſhall find, that either they could not ſpeak with Tpnatizes, or if 
they did ; he was no true Alchymiſt, bur a Quackſalver, and 
could not dire& them; or it he did the furnace 15 too hot, for all 
the world can witneſs they are not purged wom their Ambition, 
. Covetouſneſs, 'Treacheries, Deceittulneſs, and in ſpecial from 
their Blood, and Cruelties, ( which appears in that this is their 
Maxim ) Niſ# Religio Lutherana ferro & igne tollatur, Eccleſ. 
Romana pacem > tranquillitatem habere non poterit, Unleſs the 
Religion taught by Luther be removed by tbe Sword, and Fire, the 
Church of Room will never enjoy peace and quietneſs. See the book 
called Epiſtolar. Feſuiticar. Libellms Agab. Bariaco 99 in Epiſt. 
ar;. 11. pag. 66. 

I come now to ſhew the world the Occaſion of this Jeſuirical 
Blaſphemy ; Fuſts Lipſizrs, a man of learning enough, but roa 
much leyity, having run over all Religions, and at laſt fer up 
his reſt in Popery, fell in his declining and doting days to open 
Idolatry: and ashe never troubled himſelf much with Chriſt in his 
life, ( whoſe name a man ſhall ſeldom find it ever in his Books, ) 
ſo at his end, wanting matter ( ut ſeems) to magnike Chriſt, he 
writes 2 Books in praiſe and honour of 2 Idols, viz. 2 old 
rotten, or 2 new forged Pictures of a woman with her Child 
inher arms ; which mult nceds be taken for Pictures of our Lady : 

wherein

wherein the prophane wretch bluſheth not to write, that at thefe 
2 Images, there are more and greater Miracles wrought, than 
the Scraptures ſpeak of to be done by Chriſt himſelf. A learned: 
Low Country Divine wondring that ſuch Owles durſt flie abroad 
at Noon light, and ſuch trum be ſet to ſale in theſe days of 
knowledg wrote a ſhort ———— Impieties utter'd in the firſt 
of theſe books, which is De Firgine Hallenſi ( of the Lady of Hall ) 
wherein becauſe the Jefuirs. were alſo touched, as being the Fa- 
thers of ſuch fooleries, and the makers of thoſe bolts, which ſuch 
fools as Lipſizzs do ſhoot, thereupon a Jeſuit of Antwerp calling 
himſelf Clarws Bonarſcizs ( but his true name being Carola Scri- 
bonizs ) taking upon him in a Jeſuitical pride,the general quarrel of 
the whole Order of the Jeſuirs, undertakes to defend their inno- 
cency, and their honour againſt all the world, and to that end 
writes a book, and calls it; The great Theater of the Feſuits-Honour, 
Amphitheatrum Honors, in quo Calviniſtarum m Societatem cri- 
minationes jugulate. Wherein after many blaſphemies againſt 
Chriſt, os | againſt Princes, all kind of lyes againſt our 
Miniſters and Profeſlors, he comes art laſt to defend their fried 
Lipſizes, and his Legend of our Lady of Hall. And after he hath 
abuſed him that wrote againſt it, with all deſpightful terms, and 
rail'd moſt artificially, wherein he excells all —_ Jeſuits, ( Parſons 
excepted ) as far as they, all other Papiſts, he makes a tranſition 
from rayling on men, toplaying with God : and from diſgracing 
Princes, to dallying with Feſws Chriſt, and not onl defends the 
Legend of Hall, written by Lipſizs, but farther to fs his own 
devotion, he makes a Poem, not to the honour of God, or of 
Chriſt the Mediator, but to our Lady of Hall, and the Child 
Jeſus. Wherein, whether the Verſe be better, or the matter worſe 
is hard to tell ; but whether his Devotion therein 1s greater to a 
Creature, or his Blaſphemy againſt the Blood of the Mediator, ler 
the Criſtian Reader judg, by the Pocmat ſelf ( which ſhall be ma- 
nifeſted word for word, after I have ſhewn youthe Approbation of 
the Author, and given youthe diſcourſe of the Ladies of Halland 
Sichem, ſhewing you particularly the*occaſion of this their New 
Goſpel.) 

In the next place, I will. ſhew you how highly the Author of 
this Poem is Approved. Clarzms Bonarſcins ( otherwile called 
Carolus Scribunius ) is a Jeſuit now living at Antwerp, and of 
much account amongſt them, he writ the Feſuits Theater of 

Honour 
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Foniour ( before mentioned ) and ſpewed this Blaſphemy out of 
his unclean heart, and whereas both the Author and his book de- 
ſerved the Fire and Halter ; it was fo far from being mifliked in 
the Romiſh Synagogue, or any way cenſured ; that ſince the book 
hath been reprinted, and the Author and his book ſtand enrolled, 
approved and commended ( in therr great Volumes ſet out for that 
purpoſe) for good and Catholick. Chi Bornarſcij Amphithea- 
trum Honors Bp fuitics, in quo Calvixiſtarum in Societatem Feſt 
eriminationes jugulate. Prottant Palzopoli 1605, & poſtea 
1606. | Paleopoli hoc eft Antuerpie | Hec Poſſevinrs Feſuita 
in Apparatu Sacro. Tom. 1. lit. C. pag. 857 Editionis ultime. 
And it is tobe noted, that theſe Volums of Poſſevine contain only 
an Inrolement and Approbation of no other other writers, ſaye 
ſuch as are approved Romiſh Catholicks, and are fer out with great 
and publick allowance of the Romiſh State. Beſides let all men 
know, the Book ſtands yet uncenſur'd, and the man lives ſtill un- 
puniſh'd, nay unreproyed, or rather commended and rewarded for 
1; therefore this cannot be called an obſcure, or private fact of 
the Rowiſh Church. 

Now follows a Diſcourſe of the Ladies of Hall and Sicht, 
ſhewing particularly the occaſion of this New Goſpel. The bleſſed 
Mother of Our Lord, as the Church in all ages hath done, fo doch 
ours, willingly honour, as the moſt bleſſed of Women, yet as a 
Creature, and as one Saved by her Son, that Saviour im whom 
her Sperit rejoyced. We know and acknowledg that nor ſhe but 
| the Holy Ghoſt hath faid, that all generations ſhall call ber Bleſſed: 
yet we muſt confeſs, we are of that Fathers __— who ſaid, 
ber Spiritual bearing of Chriſt was happier than her carnal, and 
Her ſelf more bleſſed by Concetving Chriſt in her heart, than in her 
woomb, and by believing-in him, than by bearing him, for her bear- 
ing him in her body would not have Saved her ſoul, if ſhe had not 
more bappily have born him in her heart. ( Augult. hb..de Virg. ) 
And in another place, She was happy and bleſſed, not becauſe in 
ber The Word was made fleſh, but becauſe ſhe heard the Word of 
God and kept it. This her bleſſedneſs far be it from us to impeach, 
and who would not yield her all blefſedneſs and honour that a 
Creature may have, of whom GOD vouchſafed to take the fleſh 
of Man ?: And if any of our Religion hath ſpoken any thing of 
Her, that may 1n the leaſt blemiſh her bleſſed State, it was not 


done 1n any the leaſt contempr of her, but in the zeal they bear 
to 
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to the honour of their Saviour, whom they held diſhonoured by 
the unequal comparing of her with HIM, For what will not 
a Chriſtian's zeal ak him to do when he ſeeth his GOD diſho» 
noured? Who would have thought that Moſes would fo careleſly 
have caſt out of his hands, ſo precious a Jewel as were the Two Tables, 
written with the finger - 4 God? And yet when he heard the Name 
of THE LORD. Blaſphemed, he forgot himſelf and Them, 
and as though he remembred none but GOD he threw them away, 
and brake them in pieces. If Moſe's zeal makes his haſtineſs ex- 
cuſable, then noreaſon to condemn them, whoſe zeal gave paſſion 
to their paſſions, and cauſed them for the honour of the Creator, 
ro forget the priviledg of a Creature; and I dare ſay there was never 
man of our profeſſion, that preſumed to touch the very Skirt of 
her glory, unleſs they ſaw - ſet. in compariſon with God, or, 
Teſus Chriſt, thereby eclipling the glory of Gods merey, and the 
worthineſs of Chriſts Satisfatton, which ſeeing the RomiſhChurch 
dare offer to do, we hold it our duty to be zealous for the Glory 
of our God, and the prerogatives-of our Sayiour. If it be faid 
they match her not with God, or Chriſt, I anſwer they do, and 
that.in ſuch a meaſure, as we dare pronounce Her, or any Angel 
acturſed, who ſhould ejther arrogate or accept, of . that, whach 
the Romiſh Religion afcribes unto her. Too good. evidence hereof 
hath been ſeenin all ages, for theſe 200. years laſt paſt, wherein, 
they have fallen from honouring her as a Saimt, to magnifie her 
as a Mediator ; to pray to her as toa God, to-truſt in her as in a 
Saviour, Many particulars have been ſpecified. by ſeveral of our 
Writers, which by cur adverſaries cquld never be denyed, ( the 
are ſo Evident.) and yet were they neither necanted or removed, 
but contrarywiſe they have proceeded from evil to worſe, till ths 
Blaſphemies have pierced the Heavens, and touched the Crow 
of the Almighty, and confronted the Wounds, Merits, and Blood 
of our Saviour, ( as by and by1it will appear.) 

Bur above all, there is one, which as it 15 the lateſt, fo it is the 
fowleſt, and wherein Popiſh Blaſphemy is at that height, as now 
it gives hope to all Chriſtians, that their prayersare hearg, her 
end 13 at hand, and that her Iniquity is come up before God, ind 
there remainsnothing but the revenging hand of God to beſtretch- 
ed out agaiaſt her. Wehaye it not trom the report of Merchants, 
from the Letters of the Ports, from the: Intelligenceof  Ambaſſa- 
dots, tor then our ACverſaries might ſuſpect it : nor from there 
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rt or writings of. our own men, for then let not the World be- 
Es us.; but we have it from the Fountain it ſelf, even from the 
Record, wherein it is written with the Authors hand. Thus it is 
then amongſt rhe late devices that Rome hath forged to uphold 
their ungodly Hierarchje, a principal 1stheir art of Afiracles, that 
in many Churches they pretend to more Miracles than Sermons ; 
but alas daily experience theweth they are but lying wonders. 
Now becauſe ſuch tricks are moſt effeftual to delude the common 
people, and finding their Cauſe had loſt much ground of late in 
Chriſtendom, [* for in 80 years, the Pope loſt all Exgland, Scotland, 
Ireland, Denmark, Sweden, and a great part of Germany, France, 
Switzerland, Poland, and Hungary, | therefore to recover them- 
ſelves and to regain credit to their” torlorn cauſe, they have by the 
craft of MachivilianFeſuits(as Watſon their brother Prieſt often ſtiles 
them ) ſo far pryailed that ſcarce a month paſſeth, wherein ſome 
new Image of our Lady is not found, or ſome ſtrange miracle 
and wonders heard of.” Five years ago they cauſed a ſtory to be 
written, and publiſhed, [| See, the Book called uſt. Lipſiy Diva. 
Uirg. Haltenſis. '] Wherein they bluth not to make people believe, 
that more Miracles, and greater then Chriſt did, have been and are 
daily done at Hall, ( a Town on the horders of - Brabant 
and - Henault ) by the Virgin Mary, at 4 Picture of hers in a 
Chappel there: and this 1s ſet out by no vulgar fellow, but by 
that tamous Apoſtate Lspſizes, thar the tale may carry the more 
credit; and the Miracles are not of ordinary but of the higheſt 
nature for healing frenzies, feavers, convulſions, is nothing : nay, 
Sight is givento the blind: and whereas Chriſt raiſed but 3 from 
the dead ( thatwe know of) our Lady of Hall (faith Lipſius) 
ve life to 7 at leaſt, who were dead: Lo, here how far ſhort 
Chriſt himſelf is of his Mother. And now we marvail no more, 
if they have written that Sr. Francs did all that Chriſt did, and 
more than Chriſt did, ſeeing the Picture of his Mother can do more 
than he. did. Georgius Fabricius the Popes cenſor of books, in 
his allowance of this Legend of Lipſius ſaith, that God giveth and 
communicateth divine power to work Miracles not only to the Vir- 
gin Mary,and the Sarnts,but even to their Images and Pictures; and 
Lipſius turther adds, that God ſuffereth ſo many Miracles to be 
done by their very Pifures, to defend them 1n their due honour, 
and to eſtabliſh that worſhip which they do unto them. Ir ſeems 
then by Popiſh Doctrine, God doth more to eſtabliſh —_— 
1ping

ſhiping of Saints (and ſuch Saints too as they pleaſe to make, as 
afterwards ) than his own Son our Lord Feſus Chriſt; But whar 
aſſurance have we for the truth of theſe Miracles ? Or how know 
we that this is an Approved Picture of our Lady? Lipſius anſwers, 
that there was one Sophia daughter to the Landgrave of Heſs, by 
his Lady Saint Eliaberh ( a Saint of Pope Gregory the gths, 
making within 4 years after her death.) "This Sophia ( faith he ) 
as it is thought, had certain Images of our Lady, given ro her 
by her mother Elſabeth, ( was it but —_ ſo, and mult we 
now believe it? ) One of theſe ſhe gavetothe Nuns of the Nunry 
at Vilvord, and that was called our Lady of Comfort: 2 more ſhe 
gave to Madam Machtild or Maud, her husbands Siſter, who 
peſtowed them thus. One ſhe gave to Graveſand, another to 
Harlem, (two Towns in Helland: ) the third ( which it ſeems 
ſtole all the vertue from the other ) to Hall, a Town in Henault, 
( and this is that we now ſpeak of; ) And to add more creditto 
the Story, he tells us that this Lady Maud was Mother to that 
Lady Maud, who bareat one birth 365 Children, who were all 
born alive! and baptized by a Biſhop: So ( ſaith Lipſus) this 
is that Image, which now we worſhip at Hall: and thus ſtrong 
a foundation hath the Story. Now we arcall unbeleiving Here- 
ticks (and like dogs deſerve to be knock'd on the head ec. ) if 
we will not believe, ( as Lipfins aflures us) that one was 
Diſpoſleſſed of a Devil, who was before this Image, and that with- 
out any other means; and that 10 at leaſt were delivered from 
preſent death, bur by calling or thinking upon Our Lady at Hall, 
and that 7 wereraiſed from Death to Life, being bur laid before 
the Image ; and in one Country (fo ordinary a matter it is in Po- 
pery to raiſe the dead) all theſe were raiſed, and within the ſpace 
of 20 years; Nay we muſt believe that when a Faulkner ſhould 
have been hanged for loſing his Lords Faulkon, and had therope 
about his neck, anddid but call to mind the Lady of Hall, forthwith 
the Hawk came flying home, and ]ighted on the Faulkners ſhoul, 
der, and fo ſaved his life, and this L:zpſius is not aſhamed to athrm ; 
And the Legend reports for as great a Truth, that a Parrat ( who 
had got outof Her Cage, and was ſporting abroad ) ſeeing a Hawk 
coming to ſeize on her, preſently cryed out, St. Thomas of Becket 
ſave me, and inſtantly the Hawk tell down dead, and the Parrat 
was Saved. | See theold Legend in Folio, of the Lite of Thomas 
of Canterbury | And alſo thoſe Miracles of Sr. Francs, fo far 
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beyond Chnft or his Apoſtles, that he tamed wild beaſts, that he 
preached to aWoolf,(in Specie)and converted him from his Cruelty, 
&«. [ Iwiſhthey could convert themſelves ]And if we Hereticks will 
not believe this, look in the holy Book of Conformities, and there you 
ſhall find all this,and a great deal more,and thither will we refer our 
Reader, hs: worth ſpending time and Paper toenumerate them, 
EXCcpt it be to raiſe our laughter, and drive away preſent Melan- 
choly, ) but we have other buſineſs, and fo we will paſs on. [| vide 
hib. Conformitatum Santti Franciſci, | Only take notice, that I 
alledg theſe ( or may aledg others, but that I bluſh for ſhame, ) 
out of the book of Conformities, lately correfted from the im- 
pietics and follies that crept in, 100, or 200 years ago, and 
printed in J[taly within theſe 2o years; Nay the Book hath been 
twice printed at Antwerp, and once at Pars, with allowance of 
Authority in both places, not only of the Cenſors of books, and 
the Archbiſhop of the place, but the matter and Miracles in the 
Book are ad wi the Bulls of 2 Popes, one of Pope Ni- 
colas, in 1451. the other of Pope Clement the 8h, within theſe 
few years. Nay Poſſevine the Jeſuit in his Apparatus Sacer hath 
publiſhed to the world, that Lipſius in the year and at the place 
aforenamed, did pur out ſuch a work, and gives him ſpecial coms 
mendations for his labours in that, and the like in the Catholick 
Cauſe. And ſo far was Lipſius from recanting , or the Romiſh 
Church fromreforming this, that he publiſhed another Pamphler, 
a more ridiculous Legend, and fraught with more improbabilities, 


and impoſſibilities, it bears this Title c—_ wk 


Fuſtus Lipfius his Hiſtory of our Lady of Sichem, or of our Ladies 
Pitture of the Craggy Rock, or Sharp hill, and of her new 
Atracles, and hl at Antwerp. 1605, 


At this Image ( ſaith he) are wrought Miracles of all ſorts, Apo- 
plexics, Epilepſies, Gouts, and all kind of diſeaſes are healed. Tr 
cures the Lame, the Blind, the Deaf by heaps, not ſeldom and 
extraordinarily, but yearly, monthly, daily. But what credit 
hath the Story of our Lady of Sichem? even the fame that our Lady 
of Hall hath, elſe let the Reader judg. 

Near to the little poor ( but old ) Town of Sichem ( fauh 


Lipſins ) there is a mount, barren, craggy, and rough, on = 
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ſide thereof is a little Hillock, on it grows an Oak, and in it or 
faſtened to it, 1s a little Image of our Lady, which hath done 
great Miracles in times paſt, and therefore was worſhipped by the 
people 1n thoſe parts ; but how 1s that proved ? thus ; about 100 
years ago a ſhepherd found that Image, and put it in his boſom, 
intending to carry it home to worſhip it, but muſing thereon he 
was ſuddenly ſtruck and aſtonied, and his whole body benummed, 
in ſuch a manner that he could not ſhr one limb, but ſtood like a 
dead trunk, not knowing what to think of it, nor how to help 
himſelf ; his Maſter wanting both his Shepherd and his ſheep, as 
he was ſearching, found them, and found him fo ſtanding, who 
told him the whole matter : his Maſter taking the Image, went 
with great devotion and ſet it up in the Oak again, and 
forthwith the Shepherd had his limbsreſtored again, and went and 
worſhipped it, and ſo by their reportsall the Country heard of it, 
who came thick and threefold, and ſo were healed of all diſeaſes 
(except Agues ; ) and ſoit continued ( faith he) till within theſe 
20 years, about which timethe bleſſed Image was ſtoln or loſt, no 
man can tell how. ( But is it not ſtrange,that if it could do theſe 
Miracles they would let it beloſt fo carelefly, chat ſeems as great a 
wonder in my mind ) well, loſt ir was : But what then? people 
went as faſt afterwards as before, and ſhll as great cures were there 
done as when the Image was there, and for want of theImage 
the people worſhipped the Oak ; and my _ they not ? ( faith 
Lipſins, ) for the holy Image had hallowed the "Tree, fo that it 
might lawfully be worſhipped : ( behold Poprſh devotion ! ) yer 
( ſaith he) we worſhipped not the Tree, bur the Image that G 
merly ſtood there, and in it our Lady, and in her God. Pray ob- 
ſerve,good Reader,God pets his worſhip at laſt, tho it be at the fourth 
hand: they tender it to the Tree, the Tree yields it to the Image, the 
Image conveys it to our Lady, and ſhe preſents it unto God. O 
Heavens and Earth bluſh ! But to return tothe ſtory ; Our Lady 
of Sichem is loſt ; but what then, muſt the poor "Town loſe her 
trafhck and living ? No no, they will make another rather than fo, 
( for that is no hard or unlawful thing in thatReligion' and fo (faith 
he,)7 years after,an honeſt devout Alderman of Sichem( perceiving 
how his and his neighbours gain came in, and how the poor 
Town lived ) like a good Townsman, made another Image, put 
't in a Box of woad, and faſtened the box to the Oak, that ſotheir 


Lady might not be loſt ſo careleſly as before. 'Thisnew Image 
D 2 thus

thus made, did as many Miracles asthe other, ( for it was perhaps 
more curiouſly carved, and received of the virtue of the hallowed 
Oak unto which it was faſtened. ) Thusit continued certain years, 
rill at laſt the Pariſh Prieſt perceiving they had a great Trade, be- 
ſtowed ſome coſt on their Lady, which got them ſo much, that 
they built her a little Chappel of boards, and there placed her. 
Bur ſtill their cuſtom growing greater every week, they ſhewed 
themſelves thankful ro their Patroneſs, and as ſhe hll'd their pur- 
ſes, ſo they beſpoke her more and more Honour, and at laſt built 
her a fair Chappel of Stone very lately, and in that nowreſteth 
the Image working Miracles every day. But mark what became 
of the holy Oak? it was cut away by pieces, and carried away by 
devout Perſons, and at laſt it was fo hacked and hewn, thatit wasin 
great danger of falling,and a Councel was called in the Town,whar 
was beſt ro be done with it ? and after ſcr1ous conſideration it was 
gravely Concluded that it ſhould be cut up by the roots, and with 
a great deal of Solemnity brought into the Town of Sichem ; 
Where when it came, happy was he that could get a piece of the 
holy Wood, whereof (ſawh Lipſixs, and bluſheth not to write ) 
diverſe made them little Images, and with much piety do worſhip 
them : others that were ſick of grievious diſeaſes ſhaved ut into 
their drink ( its great patty it had not been Harts-horn ) and ſo 
were healed. See what an excellent Religion thi x ! One Image 
hath begot many, and the firſt Image being bur faſtened to the 
Tree, fo ſanCtihed the whole Oak, that every Image made of the 
Tree ſhould be as good as the Image it ſelf, and every crumbot 
the Wood ſhould work Miracles as fait asthe Image did. Behold, 
he is not aſhamed to thruſt upon the \World this wooden Hiſtory, 
for a true and undoubred ſtory. Such a cauſe 1s Popery as that it 
cannot continue in credit before the people, bur by forging a con- 
tinual Succeſſion of Iymg Wonders, tor now we are made believe 
that the Virgin Mary hath 2 Images within few miles together, 
which hath done more Miracles in a few years paſt then God him-. 
felF did in the old or Chriſt andall his Apoſtles in thc new Teſta- 
ment. . And yet good Reader ( as God faith co the Prophet Eze- 
chiel,) turn thee a little, and thou ſhalt ſee greater abominations 
than Theſe ! 

It is but very few years ago ſince the talc of our Lady of Hal? 
was forged by ſome Jcluits, and publiſhed by Lip/ivs, when withall 
a fair Picture graven in braſs, was pretixed on the firſt page _ 
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the Book(viz,of theVirginMary holding her Son Chriſt in her Arms.) 
And behold rhe Jeſuits, as tho they had gamed enough by Chriſt 
already, and would now ſee what they could get by the Mother, 
begin now to call in queſtion His Merits, and Mediation, and the 
dignity of his Wounds, and Sufferings, and at laſt pronounce that 
his Wounds, and her Paps, his Blood, and her 16k, are either all 
one, or elſe that the Milk is better of the two. And yet before we 
enter into the blaſphemous Poems, ler the Reader obſerve that tho 
the Image, be both of our Lady (as they call her ) and of her Son 
Jeſus our Lord, yet notwithſtanding the Miracles are all aſcribed to 
Her and her Picture, and none to Feſzrs Chriſt: tor the colouring 
of which impiety, what they can ſay I ſee not, unleſs they dare 
afhrm, that the Son will dono Miracles in the preſence of his Mo- 
ther; and it is to be obſerved, that the Virgin Maryis always 
pictured in their Churches, as a Woman and a Mother, and our S4- 
wViour as a Child or Infant, either in his Mothersarms (which is 
moſt commonly ) or in her hand, that ſo the common people might 
have occaſion to imagine, that what power of Over-ruling and Com- 
manding a Mother hath over her /zttle child, rhe fame hath She 
over her Son Jeſus : and that ſeeing the Son 1s but an Infant in his 
Mothers arms, therefore they might not wonder why Her Picture 
doth all the Miracles and H# none ; ( for it is like Chriſt did no Mi- 
racles when he was a Child : ) into theſe Superſtitzous and Blaſphe- 
mous thoughts do they endeavour to drive the poor deluded people. 
Bur yet this, and all their impious ſpeeches and practiſes againſt 
the honour of Chriſt and his Religion, are in my judgment infe- 
rior, and may all Stoop to this new Impiety of the Feſuzts wherein 
the Mother is compared to the Son, not as being a Child or a Man, 
but as the Saviour and Mediator, and the Paps of a Woman, e- 
qualled with the Wounds of our Loyd, and her Milk with his Blood. 
If this were written by Proteſtants, ſome might ſay we might 
report partially, or if it were a matter of old, the age might ſuſpect 
it was made worſe inthe relation, but when it is a matter of yeſt- 
erday ( comparatively ſpoken ) and comes from themſelves, 
and in their own expreſs words, Parriality it ſelf cannot cavil a- 
gainſt it. The particular 1s this, Clarzrs Bonarſcizes a Jeſuir, or 
their Patron, publiſhed in the year 1606. a Volume largeenough 
in defence of the whole Order of Jeſuits, entituled

This Volume he erected as a Theater, yea, an Amphitheater 
of Honour in defence of the Jeſuits, wherein after he had attempt- 
ed with much {light of wit, and in a ftrange ſtile, ro wipe a- 
way many fowl blots, with which that Atheiſtical brood had 
ſtained the boly Name of Feſws, and after he bad raked up all rotten 
flanders, and revived the calummies that were all anſwered, dead, 
and buried, 40, 50, and 60 years ago, railing upon many holy 
and learned men, with great virulency, as never was before him, 
and laid high and horrible 1imputations uponthe Kingdom of Eng- 
land, and ( like a true Jeſuits imp, ) flandered the whole Govern- 
ment, with foul injuſtice, and monſtrouscruelty in many particu- 
lars, and in Jeſuitical pride dared to defile the name and honour 
of the rehowned Queen Eliſabeth, with words unworthy the 
mouth of man ( if he had not been a Jeſint, ) at laſt from the 
defence of Jeſuits, he falls ro defend Lrpſizes, ( this good friend of 
theirs ) and his ſtories of our Lady of Hall, and our Lady of the 
cr Rock, and not only labours to make good all his fancies, 
and fables, but further to ſhew that a Jeſuir hath one trick of im- 
picty beyond all,(and is anointed by the Devil with the Oil of miſ- 
chief above his fellows) adds a number of verſes directed to 
that Picture which he calls our Lady of Hall, fraught with ſo many 
Blaſphemies againſt the Blood and Merits of our Saviour, ( the 
Alone Mediator ) as no Chriſtian heart can patiently endure it. 
And if the blefled Virgin Mary ( to whole Picture he hath Conſe- 
crated them, ) may be his Judg, without doubt, both he and his 
Blaſphemy will be condemned to Hell. But ſome will ſay, Shall 
we hearthem? no : let Blaſphemy rather be buricd in the depth of 
Oblivion, darken not the Sun, dehile not the Heavens : poiſon not 
the Arr, burden not the Earth with it, amaze not the Minds, ter- 
rifie not the Conſciences of weak Chriſtians ; and afſuredly could 
I Bury #t ſo, that it might never Lyve, and quench it fo, as it 
might never Flame again, and if this book were the only Copy 
in the World, I would rather chooſe to cover the ſhame of this 
ſhameleſs hore . of Babylon, than in this fad mannerto — 
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the filthineſs of hey skirts, which doubtleſs will cauſe all good 
mens ears to tingle, and their hearts to tremble. Bur ſeeing the 
Strumpet hath the Whores forehead, and glorieth in her Shame, 
and ſoundeth out this monſtrous Blaſphemy ( as with a trumpet ) 
in the ears of all Chriſtendom, by publiſhing it at firſt, and after- 
wards by Divulging it in 2 Second Impretlion, (leaſt the world 
ſhould want ie Let us. therefore crave leave of our Lord 
Feſus to diſcover Her, and that we may, without impeachment 
of Hi honour, repeat fo foul Blaſphemy, that ſo the world may 
perceive what a Religion Popery is, and that we may have no fel-- 
lowſhip with ſuch abominable works of Darkneſs.

9. Thar it 1s the highelt preſumption, and ſo the greateſt ſin

10. Thar the Pſalms may be turned from Lord to Lady. 

1f theſe be the DoCtrines of the Church of Rome, [and if they 
have recanted any, (which perhaps they may have the 1impudence, 
in after-ages, to affirm to ſome of the more ignorant ſort of Women, 
ſeduced by them) then take notice, Reader, This their Goſpel is a 
Noſe of Wax in their account. ] If fo, as hath been evidently proved 
from their own Authors, then let all the Churches of God, and 
every Chriſtian or Member in them, fix This in their hearts, that 
They who call themſelyes true Chriſtians, and Members of the 
true Ancient Catholick and Apoſtolick Church of Chriſt, ( pre- 
tending themſelves Peter”s Succeſſors, who himſelf will biodk to 
own them, when ever he riſes from the dead) are in truth and re- 
ality not ſo, but contrariwiſe are AntichrifF; none fo oppoſite to 
the Dodtrine and PraCtiſe of true Chriſtianity, as they who dare 
preſume thus hainouſly to diſparage the Perſon, the Wound:, and 
the moſt precious Blood of Chriſt our Lordand God, and caſt this 
abominable contempt upon the moſt glorious Office of Hs Medi- 
atorſhip, who alone trode the Wine-preſs of his Fathers wrath, and 
with whom was none. Wherefore in ſhort, ſince Babylon might 
have been healed of her Blaſphemies, Fornications, and abomina- 
ble Impieties, but would not; let every rational Creature [ Turk, 
Jew, and Pagan not excepted | for/ake ber, for her judgment u come 
up to heaven, and lifted up above the clouds. 


CHAT. a 


The ſeveral Orders of the Jeſuits, and their demeanor 
therein. 


Ow let us come to the Jeſuits themſelves, ( having ſpoken of 
the manner of their Diſcipline over their Scholars) and ro 
their three-fold Profeſſions. The 
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-death his body ſhall work Miracles, for the aultereneſs of hs life. 
F 
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The Firſt and chief of them are Machiavilians, who do no- 
thing bur employ themſelves im matters of State, and infinuate 
themſelyes into the ſecrets of great ones, and giving true intelli- 

ence tonone, fave tothe Pope, and his Catholick Majeſty, whoſe 
worn Vaſlalsthey are. 'Theſe obſerving no Collegiate Diſcipline, 
are diſpenſed withall by his Holineſs, as if they- did God' good 
ſervice, nay greater, in thus employing themſelves, than following 
Collegiate courſes. As for their Religion, they'makeit a cloak for” 
their wickedneſs, being moſt of them Arheiſts, or very bad Chri- 
ſtians. Theſe are they that obſerve theſe Ten Commandments 
following. . ' 1. Toſeek riches and wealth. 2. To govern the world.' 
3. To be IM the Clergy. 4. To be ſtill jocund and merry. 5. To-drink: 


good Wine. 6.Ts corrett Texts of See 7.'To recerve all' 


Tithes. 8. To make a ſlave of their ghoſtly Child. 9. To keep their 
own, and live on another mans -purſe. 10. To govern their neigh- 
bours wife. Theſe Ten Commandments they divide into two 
Tables, All for me, and Nothing for thee. The charity they main- 
tain among each other is none at all, ng with envy and 
malice, &c. [ as you may read in Speed's Chronology; 1n -two're-' 
markable ſtories of Father Parſons and Creſfwel, too long*here tp: 
relate; and many other inſtances] as Father Foſter, Flack, Strange, 
and Gibbins, can ſadly teſtihe. 

The ſecond ſort of Jeſuits arethoſe, who Preach, Confeſs, and 
teach Yourh, and envy each other for the number of their Scho- 
lars, and ghoſtly Children. "They are beſides in no ſmall emula- 
tion about their own worth and learning, reading to their White 
Boys (thoſe eſpecially of rhe Sodality, that celebrate the honour of 
the Virgin Mary ) all forts of looſe and laſcivious Songs and 
Poems. p70! 
A third fort of Jeſuitsthere are, (not unfitly termed'Simple ories) 
theſe are wonderfully auſtere in their fe, of a ferupulous con- 
ſcience, and oe up to colour the courſes and of- the 
more cunning and politnick ones. Of this rank ſome four years ſince 
was one Mr. S. of whom the Jeſuits got ſome 120001. Sterling ; 
bur ſince he hath ſeen their jugling 36, cheating, he hath left them; 
and returned to the true Religion, and to his Native Countrey. 
Of this rank there alſo yet lives Vicount Mountague's Brother, now 
Porter of the Colledge at St. Omers, of whom they have got no 
leſs than 100001. Sterling, of whom they report, that after his 


. 
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Of the fame condition is Sir Gerrard Kemp's Brother, who is a Ca- 
terer to the ſame Colledge, out of whoſe purſe they have pickr 
2 or 3000!. 

Theſe three forts and ranks of Jeſuits are grown to'a Faction 
abqur the Jeſuitrices, or many Tan, ome allowing, ſome 
diſlking them utterly. 'This Order of Nuns began about ſome 
twelye years ſince, by means of Mrs. 24. Ward, and Mrs. Twitty, 
two Engliſh Gentlewomen, who obſerve the Tonatian habit, and 

clad very lke the Jefuirs ; in this onely differing from other 
uns, that they walk abroad the world, and preach the Goſpel (a8 
they call. it):o their Sex in England and clſe-where. The firſt w 
inducd this Order of Nuns was Father Gerrard, then Recor of 
the Colledge at Liege; Father Flack and Father Are afliſting 
him therein, though others much oppaſed ther, as Father 
Singleton, Benefietd, and F. hood refuling to give them their Jte 
edicaze, but rather adjudging them toa retired and Monaſtical 
, However, 1a the mean tume this Mrs. Ward is become Mother 
Geaeral of ao le than 200 Engliſh Gentlewomen, moſt of them 
being Ladics and Knights Daughters, wbo live in their Colledges 
at St, Owners, Liege, and Collen. Their Mother-General not long 
went to Rome ( with ſeven or cight others) and procured an- 
other Colledge of them to -be ereted in Rome, where ſhe hath 
under ber Goyerament about 100 Italian Maids; and afterwards 
ſhe procured to, þe erected a Monaſtery at Vienna, and now ſhe is 
daily expeRedia England, to takean account of her She-Apoſtles 
lsbours. Ina word to conclude, theſe Jeſiuts cndeayour to demoliſh 
all Orders and Places'of Eminency above them. All which I ob- 
- ſexving, kboured with all poſſible means to get out of their clutches ; 
and though I had promiſed them to turn Jeſuit, yet had I leave to 
o to. Sew} with their Miſſion, and from thence ro Madrid, to take 
ve of my Parents, and ſoo. return again uno ther. And thus. 
in, '1 632 ] departed from St. Omer for Spain, with the Miſſion, con- 
{ting of twelve of us, whoſe true names were, Clifford, Gerard, 
Hppleby, Conniers, Hausby, Robinſon, Evely, Naile, Atkins, Middlc- 
ton, Farmer, and my (elk. | 
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CHAP. .IV. 


Their Stratagems to prevent Revolters from their Sottcs 
ties, and to draw in ſimple Novices. 


Hoſe Scholars who are Nobly defcended, and of rich Paren- 

rage, the Jefuirs ſtrive to allure by their haney'd words, and 
Aatrering embraces, endearing them with Pictures, Medals, Agnme 
Det's, &c. which they have from Rowe, Alſo that their Baits may 
takethe more effeR, they licenſe them to enjoy all thoſe Winesand 
Junkets provided for their own pallats; and it White Boys, of a 
comely feature, they beſtow on them ( though ill deſerving ) the 
preheminence of the Schools. And with theſe 1s the Przfe&t of Mu- 
fick moſt recreated, reading to them Ovid, Horace, Catullns, and 
Propertins. 

But for thoſe whoare more grave and con{iderate, ( and there- 
fore duly weighing their Do&rine and Pratiſe in the ballance of 
their awaken*dreafon ) ſuchof whom they begin to fuſpe&, and 
in whomappears a real reluftance __ their ways and man- 
ners, &c. they have a ſecond bait; for inſtance ; A Gentleman 
of Tork-ſhire ( and your North-countrey men have generally 
ſhrewd pates) Mr. Hen. Fairfax, Son to Sir Thomas F airfax, who 
not yielding ro their inchanting allurements, one night being aſleep 
in his bed, two Jeſuits, clad in gorgeous white, (in 1mitation of the 
rwo Angels that whipt St. Ferome) approaching his bed-fide with 
rwo ren, Diſciplines in their hands, (the ends of fome ſtuck with 
wiery pricks ) and having uncovered him, they did after ſo ſavage 
2 manner raſe his skin, that he became for a while ſenſeleſs ; they 
fpake to him in Latin, ſaying, They were Angels ſent from rhe 
Vrrgin to chaſtiſe him for reliſting the power, and reviling the 
proceedings of his Superiors, exhorting him to that Order, by vir- 
rue of the teſtimony given by the Virgin of their holy Order,and 
ſodeparted. Theday dawning, be found his lineaments of ſuch 
a purple dye, thatthey kept their hue a month after ; but ſomewhat 
roallay the fury of historment, Father Thunder and Father Gibbins 
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rſuaded him, it was ſome Divine correction, to the intent he 
ſhould take on him their habit ; which he believing, he was ad- 
mitred into their Society at 17 years of age. 

Another' example is of Mr. William Abbington, Son to Mr. Fo. 
Abbington, ( in whoſe houſe Garnet the grand Traitor was appre- 
hended ) the Courſe Father Francis Walls, alias Clark, | forthey 
counterfeit their true names many times | one morning ſeeing him 

6 by his window, he called to the Student, and told him, 'That a 

tle before he paſſed by, be had ſent him a Divine Revelation 
from St. Ignatius Loyola, that the firſt Student he ſaw going by 
his door, he ſhould declare to him, That He had choſen him to be 
one of his Apoſtles, and that without delay he muſt. be for their 
Order, &c. All which the young Gentleman having attentively 
heard, he doubted not of the truth of the Viſion, but before he 
would be entred a Feſuit, he craved' leave for a month to take 
his farewell of his friends in England ; which was granted, with 
a conditional proviſo of his ſpecdy return ; but he never returned, 
and utterly diſclaimed them. 

Another example is of Mr. Herbert Crafts, ſometimes of Ox- 
ford, (fon to Sir Herbert Crafts) who travelling to St. Omers to 
vilit his Father, was by him and Father Jo. Hood brought tothe 
Roman obedience; and though his Father was a Catholick (as 
they term themſelves) yer he counſelled him never to turn Jeſuit. 
Bur for all that, they had a ſubtil way to draw him into their ner, 
' viz. by entiſing him to take on him the Spiritual Exerciſe, this 
beinga matter of great honour amongſt them ; which he refuſed 
not. Theorder they obſerve in taking of it is this ; For fifteen 
days he is appointed a ſolitary Chamber, and ſequeſtred trom the 
reſt ; for theſe days he- is toſpeak with none, fave his Ghoſtly Fa- 
ther, whodireCts him in the Lfriborion of cachday. One hour is 
to examine his Conſcience, what ſins he is guilty of ; another time 
to ſay his prayers, and Office of the Virgin Mary ; another for 
the hearing Maſs, and ſaying his Roſary : but the great thing the 
Ghoſtly Father doth, 1s, to giverthe ſaid perſon certain Meditati- 
ons made by Ipnatins Loyola, as 1. Ofthe Creation of the World. 
2. How Man1s obliged ro God for his Creation, &c. 3. Of mans 
great Duty unto God. 4. That a Monaſtical life is the moſt cer- 
tain way to ſalvation of all others. 5. Whar this Monaſtical life is ; 
viz. to hve in a Deſartor Monaſtery. 6. That all their Religious 
Orders were at firſt holy and ſacred Inſtitutions, but by corruption 

of 
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ofgimethey haveloſt their ancient purity. 7. What a man is to do 
for the ſurery of his ſalvation, ſeeing that (as it is their abomina- 
ble Maxim, with a kind of a neganve limitagon) any wandring 
from their Collegiate Society ( which they call their Paradiſe) 
into the World, can hardly attain to the hope of ſalvation. 8. That 
that man which deſires the ſalvation of his own Soul, muſt re- 
nounce all the Doctrine of the Reformed Churches, and cleave 
onely to their Society, and that upon theſe conſiderations : Firſt, 
becauſe this Society 1s the neweſt of any, and therefore hath 
not had the time to corrupt and degenerate, as divers others 
are. Secondly, tor that Ignatizes their firſt Founder, 1s one of the 
greateſt Favourites of the Holy Ghoſt, [ equalling him with our 
Saviour, in that power of caſting our Devils, &c. So Franciſcus 
teacheth : w1d. 7: fimon, Gregorat 9. in fine Teſtamenti Franciſci. | 
Thirdly, becauſe St. Ignatizs recerved by Divine Revelation, "Thar 
none of his Order ſhould ever be damned for 200 years, [ fo that 
they have above 50 years yet to become more vile, if poſſible, 
and to fill up the meaſure of their iniquities, from this year 1678. |] 
and this they believeas an Article of their Creed. And fo by this 
means they won the Gentleman totheir Order, againſt his Father's 
will. 

\ In this very exerciſe I my ſelf was initiated for the ſpace of 
15 days, butit was Godspleaſure to give me more underſtanding 
than to be led away withthe reſt. 

Beſides they have other devices to gather fiſh into their net, 
making their young Student believe thar they are well skilPd in 
Chiromancy, and can tell them their fortunes, and that ſome are 
born to diſaſtrous ends. All which may ( and undoubtedly wi ll ) 
be prevented, if they turn Jeſuits. Of theſe trifling tricks, I my ſelf 
was an eye-witneſs. 

Now let me deſcend to their moſt barbarousproceedings, which 
are indeed numberleſs; but for avoiding prolixity, 1 will here re- 
count a few. "There was one Mr. Edward Haſtings, at Harlſten, 
an ingenious young Gentleman, whom when they could not draw 
to them by the means aforeſaid, they excrcifed on him ſuch ry- 
rannical Diſcipline, that the leaſt tault he did, they Stoically inter- 
preted to be equal ro the greateſt, and punzſh'd him accordingly : 
Whereupon he writ to his Friends, earneftly entreating them ro 
ſend for him. ( Now there is no way to get out of this Colledge, 
or to write any Letters, or receive any, faye with conſent of the 
Rector 
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ReQor ; for they are kept as in Priſon, under Lock and Rey.) Bu” 
the Letters were intercepted, &c. which he percerving, refolved 
to leap over the Colledge wall ; but being taken 1n the inſtant, 
Farther Thunder clapt his buttocks, till he left bim half dead, as an 
example, andthen ſent him away with four ſhillings in his purſe, to 
conduct him for Ezg/and. And thus alſo they dealt with one Mr, 
Hewsy Taylar, ( fince Secretary to Count Gondamer ) and in the 
ſame manner they ufed Sir George Brown's Son, who afterward 
diced at St. Omers. ; 

So likewife there was ſent to this Colledge Mr. Eftevelaus 
Brown, Son and Heir to Mr. Anthony Brown, Brother to the Vi- 
count Aountague, who after two yearsabode, wearied by their ty- 
rannical Diſcipline, and deſirous to ger his neck out of their yoak, 
counterfeited a Letter from his Father to the ReCtor of the ſaid 
Colledge, (who then was Father Ba/dwin) defiring him to-furniſh 
his Son with all neceſſaries, and ſend him over into England ; 
which the Rector apening, thought it came from his Father: bur 
the Gentleman diſdoling thisdevice to one of his Fellow-Students, 
(in whom hecoabided) was betrayed, and ſeverely puniſhed for 
his ingenuity. The ReQtor afterwards wrote to his Father, (the 
cantents you may cally ghefs ) and his Father wrote back to have 
bimdetained, &c. who remains there ( to bis grief and torment ) 
to this hour. Andif any eſcape them, and afrerward come to be 
pramoted, they traduce him, and brand him with all Titles of ig- 
nomny ; and to this end they have their Agents in all places of 
conſequence, to put in againſt them ; as witneſs Sir Edward Bain- 
ham, Sir Griffin Markham, the Archbiſhop of Rhemes, and Father 
Barns, a Benedictine, and divers others, whom I onut for brevity. 
I could likewiſe relate ſeveral horrid Tragedies ( tomy own know- 
ledge ) exerciſed in that Temple of Moloch, the Spaniſh Inqui- 
ſition, and the cruel and inhumane uſages of divers Engliſh Gen- 
tlemen, upon ao ground or colour at all, onely picking and 
watching all occalions ( upon the leaſt word ſpoken of the Prote- 
ſtant, Religion, &c. ) Bur I bave ſome things to diſcover to the 
world, which arc not ſo much known ( or at leaſt ſeldom, if ever, 
diſcourſed on )) bythe common people, and may be as advanta- 
gious to cvery-one to underſtand, as they really are wonderful 
and curious. But what the end of all will be, God onely knows, 
betore whom all mens ſecret thoughtsare open and maniteſt; who 
holds the world in the hollow of his hand, and before whom all 
Nations 
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Nations of the Earth are as duſt of the ballance, whe notwith- 
ſtanding all their ſecret and cunning Contrivances, deep laid de- 
ſigns, anddeviliſh Stratagems, hath determuned #0 fain the pride 
and glory of all fleſh, and to Overturn, Overturn, Overturn, un- 
til $bilo ( that Great Prince of Peace ) ſhall Reign, and his In- 
tereſt, Name, and Glory, be exalted throughout the Earth. 


CHEAP... 


The true Deſcription of that famous Monaſtery or Houſe 
of the King of Spains, called the Escurial ; the Worlds 
Wander. 


N the Countrey of Segoria upon the Carpetan borders ſtands 
a Village, heretofore of ſmall note, but now famous for the 
ſtately Monaſtery called Scorialzs, or commonly the Eſcurial, from 
the droſs ( as ſome gueſs ) which in old time came of. the Iron a- 
bout thoſe parts ; the former buildingsof that Village were (till of 
late) very mean and homely, more for the profit than pleaſure 
of the poor husband man. The Soil about it 1s barren and ſtrong, 
afording very hard paſſages for Carts and Carriages ; whereupon 
there is bur little provilipn of Corn and Winc, but good ſtore 
of Cattle, by reaſon of the good feeding, and fweet temper of 
the Air; whereas the more inland parts of the Countrey, are ſome 
what ſcorched with overmuch heat, this blows many cool blaſts, 
from:the ſnowy neighbouring mountains, whence flows good ſtore 
of water, enriching the .ground with graſs, and beautifying the 
fields with a conunual greenneſs. Beyond this Village weſtward 
about a mile, at the foot of a high hill inan encloſed vally, ſeve- 
ral leagues from Adadrid, ſtands that ſtately Pile, dedicated to the 
honour of Sr. Lawrence, being. the labour of 24. years ; a Build- 
ing of incredible coſt and Magnificence, and ſuch as notormer age 
could parrallel; fothatitmay - jultly accounted one of the great- 
eſt wonders in the World. Belides the chargesof rich Veſtimenrs, 
maſly Veſlcls of gold agg filyer, and other precious furniture, it 
ſtood the King of Spain (according to his book of Accounts ) in 
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12.00 Seſterces, which makes (according to ſomes computation ) 
abour 9g millions of 'money, ( or pounds ſterling) Likewiſe it is 
credibly reported, that when the work was finiſhed, and the Offi- 
cers broughtthe book of Accounts, the King hearing the total of 
Accounts, ſaid, I have taken great care many years, and troubled 
my head much heretofore to have that finiſhed, I willnow trouble 
my head no longer with the Charges, wherefore he commanded 
the Book of the Accaunts to becalt into the fire. 

The whole Fabrick is built in a ſquare, except on that ſide to- 
wards the Kings Palace, and on the back fide of the Church, 
looking towards Madrid ;/ which ſeems to reſemble a Cradle or 
Gridiron ( upon which - St. Laurence was broiled: ) Every 
fide but this extending 2.20 paces. Some account the whole length 
of it ( from North to South \ noleſsthan 720 feet, and from Eaſt 
to Weſt ( according to common meaſure ) 570 paces. Each 
corner of the Building is guarded with a fair Tower, made” more 
for neatneſs than ſtrength, and beautified ( from the bottom to 
the top) with many fair Windows. The whole Fabrick may be 
divided into three parts ; On the South fide ſtands the Monaſtery 
of the Monks of St. Ferom, which rakes up almoſt one half of 
it ; Towards the North ſide ſtands the Colledg for younger No- 
vices of the fame Order, and foreign Children choſen and main- 
tained by the Kingat a common table amongſtthemſelyes. Some- 

what Eaftward \{tands the Kings own Palace, being his Manſion 
in theSummer time. | | | 

Before you come to this ſtately Edifice, you may firſt obſerve 
on the outſide lying before it, an open walk, beginning from the 
Weſt fide of the Monaſter , and thence compſliang all the Norrb 
ſide, being 200 foot broad on the Weſt part, between the Monaſte- 
ry, and the Partition, and' 14.0 foot broad on the North, all'beau- 
tified with a fair pavement of ſmall ſquare ſtones. In the midſt 
according to the length of the Building, on that {ide where the 
adjoyning mountain overlooks it, 'a fair great Gate opens it ſelf 
berween 8 huge Pillars on both ſides of it, one above another, 
upon which are four other lefler Pillars, and in the midſt of the 
front ſtands a curious Statue of St. Laurence. This great Gate 
opens to the Church, the Monaſtery, and the Colledg.; on-both 
{ides of it are other lefſer gates: that on the right hand, affords a 
paſſage to the Shops of Mchaizcul arts for the uſe of rhe Colledy : 


that on the left, opens a way to the lodgings of the younger 
Students or Novices. On 
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On the ſame fide alſo is a; lefler gate, through which you may 
paſs into the Kings 'Palace. In a fair front over the entrance to 
the Church, ſtand. the Statues 'of 6 Kings of Iſrael, upon their 
Pillars and Baſes, each: of them 18 foot high, whoſe heads and 
hands are of white Marble, thereſt of a courſer ſtone. 

Let us now enter into the inſide of this goodly Fabrick, and 
firſt when you are up the ſtairs that lead to the chief entrance of 
the Church, a large open walk offers it ſelf to your view, —_ 
ing the Monaſtery trom the Colledg : In this walk are broad ſteps 
all along, which lead to the entrance of the Church; and thence 
to another open Plain,and fo to a narrow Alley,through which thoſe 
of the Monaſtery on the one hand, and thoſe of the Colledg on 
the other, may paſs to the Church, and from thence into the lower 
ſtation of- the Quire. Now the place where this Quire ſtands 18 
4 ſquare, have 3 which are accounted for the body of the Church. 
Adjoyning to this: place of the lowermoſt Quire, is an open Court 
on both Ges, from which the lower Quire it ſelf, and 2 Chappels 
ſituated rowards thoſe 2 Courts, receive their light. Above this 
lower Quire ſtands the Church it ſelf, with its proper Quareallo ; 
which Church, (beſides the upper and lower ſtations of the Quire, 
and the great Chappel is 4{quare of itſelf, and is ſuſtain'd by 4, 


Pillars, and yy prog props, and it hath 2 collateral Alleys * 


and Cloyſters, @fttr the manner of the former. In this Church 
are 2. pair of Organs, having each of them 3 regiſtersor keys : 
this Church alfl> hath no leſs than 36 Altars, and a ſtately Dore, 
by which they gointo a large vaulr at thetime of divine Orifons 
This Church 1s higher then the inferior Quire, by 30 foot, andthe 
Quire- of that is ſo much higher then the Church. The pavement 
of the Church, as likewiſe of the upper, and lower Quires, is 
chequered with white and black Marble ; In the roof of the Quire' 
is painted the Sun, Moon, and Stars, with all the hoſte of Heaven, 
in a moſt glorious manner, and on the Walls the portraitures of 
diverſe vertues, and ſome hiſtories of St. Laurence, and St. 
Hierom, The ſeats are all made of precious wood, of diverſe kinds 


and colours in Corinthian work. On the South fide of the Church 


is a fair Porch, arched and beautified with diverſe pictures ; in 
this Porch is a clear fountain, built about with Faſter and Mar- 
ble, having 7 cocks and ciſterns, where the Monks uſe to waſh 
their hands, when they go to celebrate their divine Service, the 
pant alſo of this Porch is chequered with white and black 

arble. G | The 
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The Veſtry isnext, a ſtately place, all arched and paved as 
the former; The Cheſts, and Preſles, and other places, where 
they keep their holy Veſts, - and Ornamems of the Altars, are all 
made of precious wood, and the walls covered with hiſtorical 

ictures. From this Veſtry- they aſcend up many ſteps, unto the 
high Altar: The place where this Altar ſtands is 4. ſquare,and pay- 
ed with Jaſper of diverſe colours ; in the ſame place are certain 
Oratories, built for great Princes to hear Maſs in, which Orato- 
ries are diſtinguiſhed into 4 little > and adorned both on 
the walls and -pavement with chequer*d Jaſper ; This place where 
the Altar ſtands, 1s 10 foot higher then the Church, and they go 
down from thence to the Church by certain ſteps ( before the great 
Chappel) all of Jaſper. "Through this Holy Place(as they call « ) 
they go into the Reliquary, where are kept diverſe precious reliques 
of the Saints ( forſooth, ) and ſhut up in their Boxes. . The like 
Reliquary is on the South {ide alſo, full of rare monuments. 

On the one {ide of the High-Altar, is a little houſe, wherein 
is diſtributed the holy Euchariſt, ( a place of great holineſs and 
devotion ſurely ) on the walls are curiouſly painted 4 hiſtorics 
out of the old Teſtament, ſhadowing out this holy Sacrament, in 
the roof is yedthe Rambow in the Clouds, with many Che- 
rubins and i about it, 

Between this Houſe, and the High-Alrar, ſtands the Sacri/ſte, 
within which is the Cuſtodia of the holy Euchariſt ( as they call it ) 
This place is built upon 8 Pillars of Faſper of a yellowiſh colour, 
with ſome veins of white ; and is ſo hard and excellent that it can- 
not be poliſhed, but withan Adamant. The Bars and Chapters 
wrought with flowers are all made of guilded mettal ; On the 
Baſes which hang over the wreaths, ſtand 8 Statues of the A- 
poſtles, the other 4. ſtand in other hollow places thereabout. Thoſe 
12 Statues are cut and engraven with admirable Art, and are 

ilded by fire. "The pavement of this Sachriſta is laid with 

werſe kinds of Faſper, and wrought in guilded mettal with Mefaik 
work. "The two a of this holy Place, are made of the 
beſt Rock-Cryſtal included in guilded mettal, and areſo tranſpa- 
rent, that the inner Sachriſta or Cuſtodia, wherein the Euchariſt 
w kept, may eaſily be diſcerned ; This piece by thoſe that have 
| feen ut, and all other rare pieces in the World, isthought to be 
the moſt exquiſite and admirable. The chicf contriver of this 
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curious Fabrick, was that famous Archie&t Facobas de Frizzo, 
who ſpent 7 whole years incutting and poliſhing thoſe aſpers. 

Now are we come to the High Altar it ſelf, a work no leſs no- 
ble and artificial, built all of fine Faſper and Marble, whereon are 
laced many Crofles, Candlefticks, and other pretous Ornaments. 
his Altar is beautifi'd with many curious Pictures, and four high 
laces for the ſaid Piftures, whereof ſome are highet than other. 
in the loweſt, between two painted Tables, ts the place where the 
Cuuſtodia ſtands ; on each Ghe of it are two Statues, repreſenting 
the four Doctors of the Church, Hierome, Auguſtine, Gregory, and 
Ambroſe. This Cuſtodia is0of pure Faſper, and adorned with Flowers 
engraven in Faſper of divers colours, upon which, as upon their 
Baſes, ſtand all the other Statues, and Columns of green'and yel- 
lowiſh Faſper, with their Feet and Chapiters of = Merall, 
The fquare Tablersupon' the Chapters, as alſo the Wreathes, and 
Borders, and Globes, are made ok a more refined and party-coloured 
Faſper. What ſhall I ſay mote? the whole Piece is compoſed of 

the richeſt Faſper of ſeveral colours, with Metalls caft and gilded. 
Next to the Pictures of the ſecond High Place or Hollow, are 
two other Statues on each ſide, repreſenting the four Evangeliſts. 
Aﬀeer the fame order, on the third High Place, are placed on each 
ſide two other Statues, one of St. Fames, the Apoſtle of Spain; the 
other of St. Andrew, the Titulary Saint of the Houſe of Burgundy. 
On the uppermoſt High Place are the Images of St. Peter and 
Sr. Paul. The innermoſt Sachrifta or Cuftodia ( as they call it ) 
wherein the holy Sacrament, or Body of Chrift ( as they fay ) 1s 
preſerved, 1s made with the greateſt Art that can be deviſed: It 
hath four Pillars of the pureſt Fſpr whoſe Baſis and Chapiters are 
of pure wrought Gold, and fo are the Tablers, Borders, Wreaths, 
and Flowers, all about the Cuſtodia: here and there alſo are placed 
many ſhining Emralds. The feer of thoſe Pillars are of the ſame 
Stone, engraved and inlaid with Gold in divers places. Three 
little ſquare Pilaſters, which ſuſtain the feet of the other Pillars, are 
of Silver, and Gilt. The Ground-work or Foundation of the 
whole is compoſed of the ſame Stone, interlaced with Gilded Me- 
tall. The Tablers and Squares of the Pillars or Pyramids, are of the 
fame Materials with the Pillars, the Champhering whereof is all 
wrought with Gold. "The Pyramids are made of the richeſt Jaſper, 
of adusky colour. Thelittle Spears or Bulls on the top, are of fine 
wrought Gold. The Hinges and Borders of the two-leaf*d Doors, 
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are Silver and Gilr. "The Doors themſelves are of Rock-Chrift al, 
That ſide of it towards the Church hath a large ſquare Window of 
the fame. ' The two other fides are adorned - with vari-colour'd 
Faſper, and inlaid with pure Gold ; with the very ſame Materals 
and Artifice isthe inſide beautih'd. In the midit of the roof hangs a 
precious Topaz, wherein is laid up the Conſecrated Body of 
Chriſt (as they believe)incloſed in a Box of precious Arbate. 

We have ſeen the Church [ which I afhrm for truth is very tran- 
ſparcnt and bright in the darkeſt night.) Now follows a delcripti- 
on of the Monaſtery it ſelf: In the great Walk before the com- 
mon Entrance into the Church, there 1s a Gate opening a paſlage 
into the common Porch of this Monaſtery ; pailing through this 
Porch, you come to a Tower where the Bells hang, together with 
a curious Clock, ſhewing both the Natural and Planetary hours. 
This Tower is erected from the very ground-work of the Church 
towards the Monaſtery, and is anſwered by another right oppoſite ; 
there is a way alſo from this Porch of the _—_— to a fair Par- 
lour, for the reſort of thoſe who would have conference with the 
Monks. Next rothisis a moſt ſtately and magnificent Staur-caſe, 
with a roofand covering anſwerable. Next theſe Stairs adjoyns a 
Chappel, where their Maſs was celebrated whilſt the Church was 
building ; here 1s alſo a Cloſet, where the Records and Writings of 
the Monaſtery are carefully preſerved. Through the fame great 
Porch you paſs into the Court of the Monaſtery, thence to the 
Vault, and fo to another Court, where under-ground 1s kept all the 
Ram-water, which gathers together in that place. Berwaxt theſe 
two, a fair Arch is erected, rogether with a Cloſet of excellent 
workmanſhip, where many neceſſary implements are laid up. 

From this Porch alſo there is a paſſage to the Porch of the Re- 
feftory, whereunto is adjoyned a Cloſet or Wardrobe, where their 
Veſtmentsare kept; which Cloſet and Porch alſo are Vaulted and 
Arched with a great deal of art and curioltty. This Porch is eight 
fquare, having eight Windows, by which all the Galleries ad- 
joyning receive their light. In the midſt of that Porch 4s a plea- 
fant Fountain, whoſe Conduitsand Aquzducts are of Jaſper. The 
ReteCtory ( or Dining-room of the Monks ) is a moſt magnificent 
Piece, Nextto the Chamber of Keeper of the'Robes, is a way to 
another Chamber, for the entertainment of Strangers. Next this 
the Kitchin, with the Porch of it, wherein, beſides many other 
commodities, are divers Fountains of hot and cold Water. To the 
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RefeCtory 1s joyned the Cloiſter of the Hoſpital, wherein are two 
great Ciſterns. ' The Hoſpital it (elf is joyned. to this Cloyſter, 
whoſe Dining-room reaches tothe Kitchin Porch. Belides theſe 
aforeſaid Places, there are three other Houſes, wherein are made 
and conſerved all thoſe things which belong tothe Diſtillation of 
Waters. That Walk which leads fromthe Conduit to the Hoſp1- 
ral, is for them that are recovered from their Diſeaſes, to exerciſe 
themſelves therein. 


From that great Porch aforeſaid, is another paſſage to' the 


Vault, where daily Orizons are faid : Here are pourtraied the 
Hiſtories of the New Teſtament, from the Annunciation of the 
Bleſſed Virgin, to the ſecond coming of Chriſt. In the midſt of 
this four-{quare Vault, or Cloiſter, 1s a pleaſant Garden, diſtin- 
guiſhed intodivers Beds and Knots moſt curiouſly ; in the midſt of 
tis a pretty Fabrick of eight corners, repreſenting the form of a 
Church, built of a black Stone, and adorned in the infide' with 
diverſe coloured Jaſper. In four of the corners ſtand four great 
Giants, vomiting Water into four Marble Ciſterns. . Inthe midſt of 
this Arbour lieth the principal Path of the Garden. Now from 
the ſaid Vault you paſs to the Chapter-houſe, and another Houſe 
like tt, Theſerwo Rooms, together with their Porch, have their 
roofs ſet forth with moſt exquiſite Pictures, and their Pavement 
chequer'd 'with white and black Marble ; round about them are 
ſeats for the Monks, and each hath his ſumptuous Altar. "The way 
to the Monks Cells is from the great Porch alſo, wherein by wind- 
ing Stars you aſcend to the Priors upper Cells, and other Chambers 
and Cock-lotrs befzdes, all covered with Lead. "The Prior*: lower 
habitation 18 anexcellent Building, all vaulted and arched, exhibit- 
ing divers Hiſtories of holy Scripture, which are included in arti6- 
cial Crowns and Studs, wrought with Flowers; the Pavement alſo 
is chequer'd with white and black Marble. The Prior's upper Cell 
1s built towards the North-2veſt,on both ſides of which are the Cells of 
the other Monks. 'The Chamber or Dormitory where the Novices 


lodge, joyns to the Monks Cells. The Monks Beds are all ina row, 


over the Wardrobe or RefeQory. | 
We come now tothe Library, which 1s ſeated: above: the chic 


-Entrance to the Monaſtery; it is 185 foot long, and 32 foor 


broad, in whoſe arched roof 1s nay 19 of divers Arts 
and Hiſtories ; to which place is joyned another Room for the uſe 
of the Library. The Labrary u ſelf is diſtinguiſhed into. three 
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Partitions : In the firſt and principal are painted allthe Arts and Fa- 
culties, and atthe foot of every ones Pi&ture, all the Books of char 
Faculty, marſhall'd in ſeemly order, all gil, and of the fame 
binding. Heres to be ſeena great Parchment-book, wherein are 
exattly exprefled in their proper colours all kind of living Crea- 
tures which are known to bein the world. The other Partition con- 
tains nothing but ancient Manuſcripts of Divinity, in Latin, 
Greek, and Hebrew, with the Pictures of the ſeveral Authors fet 
before them. Thethird room is furniſhed onely with Manuſcripts 
of diverſe Faculties and Languages, the Authors whereof are in 
like manner expreflcd tothe lite. 

We come in the next place to deſcribe the Colledge and the 
Kings Palace ; theſe two take up the North part of the Building ; 
their Porchis an open Gallery which lies before the Church, over 
againſt the great Porch of the Monaſtery. To this Porch is joyned 
another, by which the Youth, who apply themſelves to Learning, 
paſs daily into a little Room to hear Mattins and Veſpers ; this 
place 1s ſhut up with three Brazen Gates. - In the great Court ſe- 
parating the Colledge from the Monaſtery, is a common paſlage 
ro the Schools, where are taught all Arts, bur eſpecially Law, Phy- 
lick, and Divinity. This place hath its peculiar Courts, and Clo 
ſters, and Galleries, to one of which adjoyns the RefeCtory of the 
Colledge, with its Porch ; near the Porch ſtands the Kitchin, be- 
tween 1ts proper Court, and the Court of the common School ; to 
which is joyned the Childrens School, and their Refectory, On 
the North fe, through a narrow Gate and Entry, is a Paſlage to 
the Kings Palace. In the Porch or Entrance are three Manhons or 
Offices, withtheir Courts, built partly for thoſe who overſee the 
Purveyance of Corn and Victuals, and partly for the uſe of the 
Kirchin, Theſe Houſes are joyned together for the ſervice of di- 
vers Tables. 

By the ſame Porch is a way to a fair Room, where the Nobles 
of the” Kings  Bed-chamber, the Captains of the Guard, with 
others of Noble rank and quality, do Dine and Supdaily. This way 
alſo you may paſs tothe Gallons, and other Offices belonging to 
Diet and Workmanſhip. Thoſe Galleries round about contain 
other Chambers both above and below. Onthe ſame {ide 1s another 
Portal, by. which they paſs from the Palace to the lower Quire, 
Church, Colledge, and Monaſtery. Near to this Gate 1s a Walk, 
wherethe Kings Watch and other Officers uſe romeet. Towards 
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the 'Eaft fide are lodgings for Ambaſſadors, which reach to tht 
great Porch, and run/ourt us far as the Palace: IntheſameCourt: 
are other houſes for the Kings own-uſe, and from hence by a 
Gallery through a ſtately Portal you enter into the Kings own lodg- 
ings built behind the Chappel, where you meet with an open 
Court, with Porches and Cloyſters. On the Weſt fide next the 
ns, is another Gate whereby the King paſſes rothe Mo- 
naſtery, the Colledg and other Offices of he Gioia The Kings 
Porch looks towards the Nerth fide of the Church. Hereupon 
the Church wall is curiouſly painted, the famous battle of hi 
vela, wherein King Jobs the ſecond overthrew the Moors, 
and Saracens of Granado, which Picture repreſents the ſtory moſt 
exactly, and ſhewsboth the order and manner of their Fight, with 
the ſeveral habits and weapons both of horſe and foot, which were 
then in uſe. This Pifture was drawn from the firſt Copy, which 
was ,made at the time of the battle in a fair Linen Cloath above 
130 foot long, and found ſince by chancein the Tower of Sego- 
via, which Hiſtory the King cauſed to be painted again upon 
that wall for a perpetual remembrance of fo- noble a viftory : 
"This Piece is well worth the ſight. 

In the laſt yu we come unto the Garden, lying towards the 
Eaſt and South part of the Buildings. Ir reaches 100 ( yards ) 
in breadth, and 18diſtinguiſhed into many curious knots and beds, 
ec. Set with all kind of herbs and flowers, and watered with 
many pleaſant Springs and Fountains ; This Garden 1s much 
higher than the Orchard adjoyning, and you aſcend from hence 
thither by a walk of many ſtairs, ſer with trees on borh ſides. 

There are accounted to be above 40 Fountains of pure water 
within this Monaſtery. 

There are ſo many Cloſers and Keys belonging ro thisMonaſtery,, 
that there is a ſpecial Officer appointed _ maſter of the Keys, 
which Keys are kept in a Cloſer by themſelves, andareefteemed 
to exceed ſome thouſands. 

The third part of this famous Monaſtery of St. 'Lawrence, is 
poſlefled by 30 Monks of the Order of St. Hierom, whoſe year- 
ly Revenues amount to above 35000 Spaniſh Ducats, and thereſt 
goes to the King and his Famuly. 

To rey 4 it is furniſhed with ſo many Halls, Parlours, Din- 
ing-Rooms, Chambers, Cloſets, Offices, Lodgings, and other 

neceſlary 
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God. to ſee ir hmiſhed, and to take pleaſure, _ comfort in it in his 
life, (the which he did,and enjoyed it 7 years, ) and that after his 
death it ſhould be 'a Receptacle for his bones, and likewiſe for the 
Kings which ſhould ſucceed him ; to be for a Court in their lives, 
and a Sepulcher for them after their deaths. 

And now (Reader) you have had the true and exact relation 

of This Mighty Structure, which for Beauty and Riches, &c. 
may be worthily eſteemed the wonder of the World (exceeding 

, Solomons Temple ) in ſeveral reſpeCts, if it may be lawfull to 
compare the True Church of the living God ( which was 'a higure 
of the Heavenly Jeruſalem above ) with this, which ( for all its 
Splendor, &c.) 1s but the Seat of that Black Prince, who hath 
bere transformed Himſelf intoan Angel of Light, or purpoſe by 
this means to delude ( if it were poſſible) ever Gods own Elect. 
Thus by Captivating the aſtoniſhed Sences with This Gilded Ap- 
pearance of True Religion, and ſpecious pretences of Chriſtianity, 
tor they only Garniſh the Statue and Sepulcher of Chriſt, bis Pro- 
phets and Apoſtles, &c. and atthe ſametime murder all who teach 
their bleſſed Doctrine, and live their lives, ( at leaſt are ſerting 
Their examples betore their view, ) on whoſe charge the righteous 
blood of all the Prophets, Apoſtles, and Martyrs ( nay ot Chriſt 

himſelf ) 
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is a wonfler that one Fe/uir when be 

4 looketh upon another doth nat Rtraightway burſt forth mto a 
laughing on__ they being amonglt themſelves privy toſuch ij 
impoſtures practiſed upon the people. I ſpeak not touching your { 
ſimpler ſort of Feſuits, from whom theſe more reſerved and cloſer i 
practiſes of the Society are altogether concealed, either in reſpe& '} 
they are not held wiſe enough (forſooth ) to be acquainted with: 
them, or that they are thought too devout to entertain them, or 
elſe in regard of their ſhort continuance m that Society : for all if 
ſach are ſo kept ſhort through ſeverity of Diſcipline, thatnot one | 
of them except he be wondrous quick of ſent, can ever ſmell out 
in theleaſt meaſure what knavery is therein practiſed under a ſhew 
of Hulinefs. My diſcourſe onely toucheth the prime and princi- 
pal fellows of that Society, their Regents, Fathers, Provmcials, 
and Generals ; all which, are fo univerſally and joyntly tainted 

> with all manner of wickedneſs, but eſpecially with Whoredom, 
Covetouſneſs, and Magick, that :ndeel any reaſonable man may 
think it little leſs then a Miracle, if a Feſuzt of this rank meeting 
ſuch another upon a ſudden, and beholding, as it were, another 
picture or lively repreſentation of himſelf, ſhould have power to 
abſtain from laughing outright, 

I thcre- 
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I therefore thought it not amiſz, conſidering the premiſles, to 
lay open tothe world ſome particular paſſages, and practiſesof that 
Society, of the greateſt part an my ſelf have been an eye- 
witael, and ſorne part whercof hath been related unto me by 
Feſuits, whom Tam abletoname, and will undoubtedly nominate, 
if = ſhall but dare in the leaſt mannerto lift up x @ex tongues 
againſt me, or to contradict what I have written. 

Firſt of all, then, at your entrance intoany Colledge of Fe- 
fuits ; eſpecially, it ir be ſcituated in or near unto any large, and 
populous, and rich place. Burt alaſs, why do I fay, if it be built 
there ( ſeeing they have no Colledges in any poor, mean, or ob- 
ſcure place) At your firſt entry, I fay, into ſuch a place or Col- 
tedg, take principal notice of the Porter of their Gate, and him 
you ſhall fad to look like unto the picture of a very Charon, or 
rather a Cerberzs ; For the moſt part you ſhall obſerve himto be 
a man of very great years, or if he be younger, he is a fellow of 
moſt approved truſt and ſecrecy. And this is the man, if any 
fach. there be, who is well skilled in all the myſteries of the Feſwits 
Cabal, or reſerved Divinity. 

In this fellows keeping is great ſtore of apparel both for Men 
and Women of every degrecand calling. And with this apparel 
do the Feſuits, habit themſelves according tothe quality that eve- 
ry one findeth himſelf ableſtro perſonate, and ſo practiſe wonder- 
Fal Impoſtures in the World. Forat ſometimes being habuted like 
Souldiers very gallant, they walk in the ſtreets and high-ways, 
Whoring and Swaggering inthe publick Stews. Arother times in 
the civil habits of Citizens, proteiling themſelves to be of the re- 
formed Religion, they pry up and down and liſten in Inns, in 
Play-houſes, in Taverns, upon the Exchange ; and inall places 
of publick meetings, whereſoever there 1s any frequent reſort, 
what the people ſpeak up anddowngconcerning them, what con- 
ſultations are abroad, what manner of Action is ſet afoot inany 
part. Another while, like Doors of Phyſick, or of the Civil 
Law, with great Rings on their fingers, avowing and purpoſely 
profeſſing themſelves ro be Papiſts ; whereſoever they knowany 
of the Common fort that 1s wealthy and hath fons, they deviſe 
ſome cauſe of buſineſs with them, and inſinuate themſelves into 
their acquaintance by ſtrange ferches, and in Concluſion do ad- 
viſe them to bring up their ſons in ſome School or Colledg of Fe- 
fuits, afthrming+ that themſelves have been clucated by them, and 

that 
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that they have ſo profited under them, that ({ God bethanked) 
they never had cauſe to repent thereof : And ſometimes again ap- 
parelled like Noblemen, and :compleatly attended, they cauſe 
Coaches to be provided abroad, and frequent the Courts of Princes, 
as giving attendance upon Ambaſſadars of foraign States, and 
ferve as Intell;gencers to unlock the Cabinets of great Potentates. 

Nay further, I have known them to makeſhew of being ba- 
niſhed perſons, and to crave collections amongſt Proteſtant Di- 
vines, purpoſely to learn under-hand what ſuch men writeagainſt 
them : yea ſuch were thoſe men for the moſt part, who ſo miſerably 
deluded ſo-many Reverend men in many lack by ſiniſter ways 
- under that habit, furthering the deſigns of their Society,. and 
breeding diſturbances in the reformed Congregations. | 

Burt you will ſay unto me, whereto, I pray you, ſerveth ſo much 
womens apparel, or whatis their end in dpinng ſo much in the 
keeping of the Porter of their gate ? Arrend, I will tell you: 
No Pander, that ever Terence or Plautus mentioned in their Co- 
medies, was ſo nimble at- the trade of winning pretty wenches, 
as are the Feſwits at this day, but eſpecially that Porter of their 


gate, whom I mentioned but now. 
For, that which the Confeſſors themſelves are not able to wring 


out of them by Auricular Confeſſion in their Churches and Chap- 
pels, this fellow knoweth how to win from them by flattering 
ſpeeches, with wonderful pleaſing and delightful roys, eſpecially 
if he meet with a poor widdow, or any ſuch filly woman which 
ſendeth her child ro the Colledg now and then for an Alms ; or 
with ſome Landreſs, or Spinſter ; Whom ſo ſoon as this baſe-Pan- 
der hath once but allured ro come to his net, although her appa- 
rel be never ſo old and tattered, yet he hath gay Gowns enough 
in ſtore, with accoutrements ſuitable, wherewith he can make her 
both trick and trim, which when he hath done, he knoweth how 
to convey her rough many ſecret paſſages and wR_ to his 
Venerable Maſters, the Fathers of the Soczety. And yet he never 
doth this in the day time, but near upon the ſhutting in of the 
Evening, and then they make away the whole night in Riot and 
Luxury, with Revelling and Dancing, the younger ſort and No- 
vices of the Society being kept far enough trom Diſcovery there- 


of. 
For they have for the purpoſe certain Vaults framed like Cham-, 
bers, and rooms under ground, as had thoſe ancient Romans, who 
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firſt deviſed their Stews' in Vaults, whoſe inclination to all carnal 
lafciviouſneſs was fo greats and ſo brutiſh, that the Senate of 
Rome, fearing the jult anger of their gods for the ſame, utterly 
ſuppreſſed thoſe Liipanaria or publick Stews. 

And thus much for the Jeſuits Porter of their Gate + onely I 
muſt not forget to tell you this one thing, that it any party who 
by chance ſhall come to the ſight of ſuch and fo great a Wardrobe, 
do demand” with admiration, what isthe end or uſe of it, anſwer 
is made unto them, that it 1s the Wardrobe, reſerved purpoſely 
for ating of Plays : but that is the leaſt partof their intention 
to my knowledg. ; 

Moereover, when thou entreſt into any of their Churches, 
make account that thou walkeſt under an heaven of Iron : Bloody 
Mars 1s over thine head, not that Prince of Peace ; below thee 
is the very pitof Hell, and a ſhop of Tormenters. 

I nowdo rclate in good earneſt, what maine owneyes have ſeen ; 
At Prague m Bohemia upon the roof of their Churches are thou- 
ſands of Iron Bullets, Whips, and Fire-Balls, fuch as the Bobe- 
mians uſe ; upon the ſides are placed pieces of Ordnance, with a 

reat number of Muſquets and Harquebuſhes, with Pikes and 

Iberts. In the middeſt, where the Arches meet, are great heaps 
of huge Bullets of ſtone. And the like preparation have they 
alſo made at Cracovia, Nor do I make queſtion, but that upon 
due ſearch their Colledges in other places, would appear as well 
provided. 

But ſome man may perhaps make queſtion. To what end Re- 
ligions men ſhould make ſuch preparation, or what need can there 
be fo ro do? I confeſs the matter at the firlt 1ght aſtoniſhed me, 
and my beſt underſtanding was exceeding ſtrange : but thus 
ſtandeth the caſe. 

The Feſnits know well enough, that the courſes which the 
have taken formerly, and now every day dotake, are fo indire& 
and turbulent, as maketh them odious to all ſuch as they live a- 
mongſt ; yea, to very Papiſts themſelves, at leaſt to the wiſer 
ſort of them, in reſpect of many things which they have done 
both tumultuouſly, and wickedly, whereſoever they have got 
footing in the leaſt manner. For they have no regard of any, 
they = not to- root up the very Catholicks themſelves, fo that 
they may pleaſure the Popes Holineſs therein, though 1t were with 
the betraying of their Countreys, and ſetting the whole —_ 
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world in a combuſtion. Andtherefore becauſe they are in daily 
fear to be maſſacred by thoſe among whomthey live, they make 
this provident and timely prevention by Warlke preparation. 

For indeed they are atraid ( as I my felt. bave heard them con» 
fe) leſt it might befall untorhem- as unto the Knights Templers, 
who. notwithſtanding they were forward enough to ſerve the 
Popeat all times, and as good Catholicks as could be wiſhed 1n the 
matrer of Religion; yet for their too much Ambition and Co- 
vetouſneſs, whereby they became infupportable, they were by 
conſent of all Chriſtian Princes, and not without approbation 
fromthe Pope himſelf, pur to the ſword all at aninſtant, and ut- 
terly rooted out almoſt m a moment ; as ſometimes were the Py- 
thagoreans, thoſe very Jeſuits in effect, among the Heathen, 
ſerved throughout 1raly, and the Provinces adjoyning., 

Now the reaſon wherefore they do: make choice to lay up their 
Arms and Munition in their Churches, 1s onely this: For it when 
any Inſurrection- or rebellious rumulr ariſeth in a Province, the 
Papiſts come thither to help and affiſt them ; by this means they 
have Arms for them in a readineſs upon a ſudden: but if any 
who are of contrary Religion come thither ro do them wrong, or 
ro ſteal any thing from them, they have Munition and Stones - 
above-head, to deſtroy them withall before they be aware. And is 
not this (I pray you) the ready way to make the Houſe of Prayer a 
Den of Thieves ? 

And yet by your patience, if you will but attend, I ſhall relate 
things mare {trange and horrible than theſe, in reſpect whereof, 
the things Lhave related hitherto may well ſeem tollerable, I may 
almoſt fay innocency. 

Under the Pavement of their Church at Gratz, and elſe-where,, 
to my knowledge, are Vaulrsand Buildings under-ground, where- 
unto there 1s no way but by ſtairs and ſteps: Here have they 
hoorded up (like to that Cacus whom Virgil ſpeaketh of ) all their: 
Prey and Treaſure, and do obſcurely conceal a world of wealth : 
ſo profeſling poverty, not onely with publick conſent, bur alſo 
wiuh incredible pleaſure, ſuffering the ſame with admirable pa- 
tience, and curling to the pit of Fell all ſuch as are poor againſt 
their wills, as unworthy of fo blefled a Crols. | 

Bur as for this their Treaſure, for the moſt part it is ſo con- 
trived, that it 1s buried diredly and perpendicularly under their 
greateſt, and chiefeſt, or moſt eminent and higheſt 4/tar, and fo 
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they ſhall be ſure, that when they chant Maſs, they ſhall Sacrificeto 
Mars above-head, and to Mammen below. | 

Now furthermore, in their Vaults under-ground they maintain 
z very ſtrange Library, of Cords, Halters, Racks, Swords, Axes, 
Iron-pincers, Stocks, Torches, Pillories, and ſeveral Inſtruments 
of Torture, wherewith and whereunto-poor Wretches being tied 
faſt, arejoynt by joynt torn aſunder, asmany as fall into the hands 
of theſe Tyrants, who.are tar -more cruel in this kind, than Ac- 
zentins or Phalars everwere. 

Nor are they without a Devils Coat, and a long Stceple-crown'd 
Hat, with black Feathers, a jagged Doubler cut and flaſhed, 
Breeches puffed out and bagged hke Bellows, down to their ankles, 
ſuch as would even make a man aftrighted tolook upon them. 

Bur perhaps he that readeth this 4 aw will wonder to what 
end Religious perſons, who profeſs themſelves the Dsſciples and 
Followers (as they would have all men to believe) of our moſt 
meek Saviour eſ#s, ſhould make ſuch proviſion. 1 will reſolve 
you this queſtion alſo, if you pleale to atrend. 

Wirth ſuch Inſtruments as theſe doth rhe Society captivate th 
underſtanding of their Diſciples unto Jeſuitical obedience ; for if 
in the leaſt marter they get any hint of ſuſpicion againſt any of 
their Novices, that he will not be conſtant, or that hedefireth to 
eſcape from them, and that he 1s likely to betray the ſecrets of their 
Society, they clap up ſucha Fellow in a fair pair of Stocks, and 
having macerated him a long time with hunger, and cold, and 
want of all bodily comforts ; atthe laſt they make an end of him 
with ſome exquiſite tortures, and killing torments. I do not belie 
them, I write nothing but a truth. 'There'was at Gratz, about 
three years ago, a young man named Facobns Cluſſeus, a Youth of 
an excellent and pregnant wit ; this man didthey lay hands upon, 
and miſerably rormented him by whipping and ſcourging, for a 
matter of no moment, and becauſe hetold them plamly, that he 
would renounce their Soczety, and complain publickly (if ever he 
got liberty) for this and other ſich ah dealing towards him, 
they clapped him up into ſuch a Priſon under ground as aforeſaid, 
from whence he was never ſeen to come out again alive. 

Nor did any of us that were Novices make queſtion, but that 
he was made an end of with moſt exquiſite rorments. 

And how many Women, think you, have been devoured and 


eaten up in the ſame Gulph? How many young Children ſlain ? 
How 
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How many young Men, that have been ſole Heirs of very large 
and ample Patrimonies, have been made away by them? I do not 
fay, I think, but I believe, and am firmly perſuaded, ſo often as 
ſhrieks, and cries, ſighings, and moſt wotul lamentations, were 
heard inthe night ſeaſon, the hearing whereof would put-a man 
into a cold ſweat all over, and make his hair ſtand on end; 
though our ſimpler Novices believed them to be the Souls of ſome 
lately departed; it was nothing bur the ſhrieks and mone'of Chil- 
dren lately murthered, or then a murthering. 

Moreover, that the extreme and devilliſh malice of Feſuits 
may ben nothing defective, they. are accuſtomed, divers times, 
1n thoſe their Vaults under ground, to make the Devil very fine 
ſport ; putting on terrible diſguiſes, they cauſe ſome of their No- 
vices to be called down to behold their Tragedy, upon whcm. 
they. will ruſhſuddenly with an horrible yelling noiſe,to maketrial 
(forſooth) of their courage and conſtancy. 

For if they find any to. be timorous and fearful, they admit. 
not ſuch 2 man to the- ſecretz of Magick, as accounting them 
cowardly and degenerate, bur appoint them to ſome of rhe infe- 
riour Arts: butſuch as appear to be of bold and undanted ſpirits, 
they take ſpecial notice of them, and reſerve them for ſerious im- 
ployments. ; 

And yet they are not always ſucceſsful for all this, . as appeared 
by that which hapnedat Prague : For whereas there were hve 
principal eſuirs, who being habited as Devils, made ſport with 
their Youth. Ir ſo fell out, That there was found to be a ſixth in 
their company, before they were aware, and he queſtionleſs was a 
Devil indeed who. catching up one of the perſonated Devils in his 
arms, gave him ſuch a kindly unkind embrace, that within three 
days after he died of it. The fact was common talk at Bake- 
houſes and Barber-thops, and at every Table diſcourſed upon all 
over Prague. | 

And yet for all that, the reſt ofther, as nothing amazed with 
this Zragical event, dare (till, in an heighth of. obſtinacy, proceed 
in that moſt ungodly and devilliſh ſtudy of Magick. 

Now amongſt that whole Socicty, the prime Man for a Magi- 
cian is a French Teſuit, whom the King of France himſelf had in 
—_— eſtimation, That he admitted him not onely to his Prince- 
ly Table, but alſo to familiar conferences in private; concern- 
. ing whom, the Feſuits themſelves did make their boaſt, "Thar be 
had 
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had a Glaſs made by Art-Magick, wherein he could plainly re- 
preſent unto the King wharſoever his Majeſty defired to ſee; in- 
fomuch that there was nothing fo ſecretly done or conſulted upon, 
in the moſt private ropm of any Cloiſter or Nunnery of other Or- 
ders, which he could not ealily and inſtantly diſcover and diſcloſe, 
by help of this his Inchanred, or rather Devilliſh Glaſs. 

And indeed it was by theart and means of this Magitian Feſmir, 
that their Society was confident, That they ſhould be able to draw 
on their ſide one of the moſt Potent Princes of the Empire, albeit a 
Proteſtant ; foraſmuch as he was obſerved to be ſomewhat delighted 
im the ſtudy of ck, 

Now as forthole m_ they take 1n as Novices to be inſtructed 
in this way, they expound unyg them -thoſe nine hundred P 
finons, which Pic, Earl of Mirendala publiſhed at "rs e 
alſo rhe Book of Jebamnes Trithemins, together with a Tra&t or 
Treatiſe touching Abſtruſe or hidden Philoſophy, written by 
Cornelis Agrippa: Likewiſe Theophrattrs, concerning the Con- 
ſtellations and Seals of the Planets ; with the Steganographia of I 
know not what Abbot, and the Art of Paul to procure Revelari- 
ons, meaning St. Paul, whom they affirm to have been inftrufted 
in the Art Magick, and _—_ to have underſtood ſuch high 
Revclations, and profound Myſteries. 

Yea, they bluſh notto afhrm, that St. Fohn was an excellent 
Magician: nor do they ſtick ro ſay, That even owr bleſſed Saviour 
Chrilt Jeſus himſelf, was a moſt abſolute and perfett Magician, as 
mine own ears hath heard it ofrner than once or twice related by 
ſome of that Society, and ſuch as I am able to nominate. 

And thus much for the Feſuits Church ; onely take this dire- 
tion :long with you, Thoſe Vaults and Rooms under-ground, 
which I mentioned even now,thoſe ſecret Conveyances and Circean 
Dens, are for the moſt part contrived to be under the Quire or 
Cloiſter, not where the people do walk or ſtand. 

And now when thou ſhalt paſs from their Temple into their 
Study, (tor I will fay nothing touching their Parlour, or Cham- 
bers, RefeCtories, or places of Recreation, inſtruction of Novices 
who are newly admurrted, and the traming up of other Scholars 
committed to the Feſwits tuition ; nor yet touching the method 
and order of their Studies) When, I ſay, thou ſhalt enter into their 
publick Library, thou ſhalt find a moſt exquiſite choice of Authors 
of all forts, all of them moſt curiouſly bound up in Leather or 
Parchmenrt, 
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Parchment, with Filletsof Silver or Gold : and as for ſuch where- 
of there is daily uſe, they are laid in order upon Desks, faſtned wah 
Chains upon a long Table; | 

- Butas for the Inner Library, that is onely reſerved for the Fa- 
thers of the Society ; it is free for none but them togo in thither, 
and to borrow thence what Books they-think good. "Thoſe or- 
dinary Booksare onely free for the Juniors of the Society, nor may 
they take a Sentence out of the reſt without ſpecial leave obtained 
from the Regent. | 

. : Moreover in thisfirſt Library are no Heretical Baoks, ('as they 
callthem ) but onely the Writings of moſt approved Authors, 
and Catholicks all, for they hold any other unworthy to be placed 
amongſt them, as fearing perhaps they ſhould infect the reſt. 

Look therefore upon thy left hand, and there thou ſhalt ſee the 
wretched Books of Hereticks, (as they term them) ſtanding all in 
Mourning for the faults of their Authors, bound:up in black Lea- 
ther, or Parchment blacked over, with the very leaves thereof 
died in black. | 

Of theſe, not one of the Fathers themſelves may make choice 
or uſe, without leave obrained from the Regent before-hand: bur 
your inferiour Feſuits,and younger Novices, may not be {© bold 
as to deſire the ſightof any one of them, except he will before- 
hand, with all virulency and bitterneſs, rail upon and diſgrace the / 
Author whom he defirerh to ſee, by ſome infamous Libel, and ſcur- 
rilous ſatyrical Verſe or Writing. 

In the midſt of theſe ſeveral Libraries 1s placed a Study, being 
divided into many Seats, diſtinct and ſeperate one from another, 
with a blue covering ; On theright ſide whereof ſit the Fathers, 
on the left the Under-Graduates, who bave already taken ſome De- 
grees upon them. The other Novices, or Freſh Men ( as we call 
them) fit mixt with the Fellow-Commoners, that they may take 
notice of them, and every manin his turn beat into them by continu- 
al diſcourſes the ſweetneſs and excellency of #he Order of Feſuits ; 
eſpecially into ſuch as are of the richer ſort, or wealthy Hetrs. | 

I will ſay no more at this time as touching their Studies, but I 
»*will deſcribe briefly the manner of the Viſtations which every 
Provincial maketh, becauſe it is a point, which, as I think, and 
for any thing thatI ever read or heard, hath been never hitherto 
divulged by any. ifs | 

Now: every Provincial taketh his denottindtion from the Pro-' 

' vince, 
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vince, or Kingdom rather, which is commutted to his Charge and 
Overfight. His Place is to viſit the ſeveral Colledges, to take an 
account of their Revenues, and overſee their Expences exactly 
and punoally; to take notice what Noble Perſonages commit 
their Sons to the tuitian of the Sociery, and how many they are in 
number ? Whether there be not yearly an increaſe of Scholars, 
as alſo of their Means and Revenues > Whether there be any con- 
verted from Proteſtantiſm, and bow many ſuch ? 

If there be no ſuch thing, or if the Popiſh Religion have loſt 
ground, or if there beany decreaſe of their Wealth, he ſharply rc- 
proveth thar floath and negle&, and chargeth ſtrictly, that they 
make an amends for the wrong they have done, and Joſs they have 
received in this caſe. Bur if they have beſtirred themſelves brave- 
ly, and converted (as they call it) or rather perverted many Souls 
to Popery ; - 5. Saves been frugal, and ſcraped wealth toge- 
ther, he praiſeth them very highly, and extolleth them to the sktes. 
Moreover he demandeth what is the opinion of the neighbouring 
Hereticks concerning them ?- What be the projects of the No- 
bles? What meetings they have? How many? and where? 
What they confult upon ? What they refolve to do? Whether 
the Heretical Princes ( asthey term them) delighrto live at home 
or abroad? Towhomthey reſort moſt frequently ? What is the 
ſeveral diſpoſition of every one of them? In what things he is ob» 
ſerved to take moſt delight ? Whether he take any care of his 
People or not ? Whether he bea Religious Prince or not ? Or ra- 
ther, whether he. be not a man who delights totake his pleaſure in 
Drinking, Wenching, or Hunting ? Whether he have have any 
Catholicks about him, or that are near unto him? What the Peo- 
-n report abroad concerning their own Princes? Whether the 

_— of the Adverfaries be full of reſort or not ? Whether 
. the Paſtors of thoſe Churches be learned and diligent men in their 
Place and. Calling, or otherwiſe lazie Lubbers, and unletter'd ? 
Whether the Profelion of Divinity thrive m the neighbouring 
Univerſity-of Hereticks ? Whether their Divines maintain. fre- 
quent Diſpurations, and againſt whom principally ? What Books 
they have publiſhed of lare, and upon what Subject ? 

To thele, and ſundry ſuch queſtions, it the Regent, and the reſt 
of the Fathers: do anſwer punQtually, he doth wonderfully com- 
mend their induſtry and vigilancy. 

Ifhe End them defeQtive in anſwering to theſe or any ſuch 4 

mands, 
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mands, he veth them ſharply, ſaying, What mearryou, ny 
Maſters? 'Drvpea pages like CaCoaneaibns, rowbde the 
Church of Rome ? How do you ſuppoſe your {lothfulneſs in theſe 
weighty affairs can be excuſed betore his' Holineſs? How as it 
that you preſume to take rheſe Places upon- you, and/to manage 
them no better ?' /Whar or whonvare you afraid of ? . Why 'do not 
you buckle up your ſelves berter ro your buſineſs, and perform 
your places like men? Theſe things ( if you had bcen ſuch men 
as you oughtto be) had not been to donow : Theſe things ſhould 
have been done long before thistime. Doyou obſerve the incre- 
dible watchfulneſs of the Hereticks, and can you be lazie * And 
with theſe or the like ſpeeches he wheteth them on to rheir duty. 
At. the laſt, he enquireth as touching the Scholars, Fellow- 
Commoners, Novices, and the reſt, How many they are in num- 
ber? How much every one hath profited ? 'To what ſtudy or 
delight each one 1s inclinable? Whether there be any one _ 
them that is ſcrupulous, or untrattable, or not a fit ſubject to 
wrought upon? For he uae every ſuch anone firting to be 
removed from the Study of Divinity, except he have been very 
well exercifed in the Diſputations in Schools, and have a very 
great and good conceit of their Religion beaten into him. More- 
over heenquireth if they have any one in the Colledge, who can 
be contented, for the advantage of the Catholick Cauſe, ro' under- 
take any laudable —_— and to ſpend his blood in the Cauſe, if 
at ariy time necefſity ſhall ſeem to require it. | : 
And ar laſt, he ſendeth away all theſe Informations, being ſealed 
up, unto the Father General 'at Rowe, by whom they are imme- 
diately made known to the Pope himſelf, and his Conclave of 
Cardinals: And fo by this mears an order .is taken, that there is 
no. matter of ation ſer on foot, nothing almoſt conſulted upon 
throughout the whole Chriſtian World, which is not forthwith 
diſcovered unto the Pope, by thefe Traitors,” that lurk in every 
Stare and Kingdom. Alſo it is not to be omitred, that the Feſuits 
aretranſlated by their Provincial from one Colledge ro another, 
and that. for the moſt: part once in three years, that ſo the Pro- 
vincial, out of their ſeyeral diſcoveries, may attain ro unlock all 
= mann Cabinets of the Prince and State where he doth 
de. . 
Inthelaſtplace I will add, inſtead of a Corollary, ſome ſtrange 
and wondertul deyices of the Feſuits, which being but 'of late 
I 2 newly 
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newly hammered in the forge, they have earneſtly endeavoured, 
yea, and at this daydo labour, tooth and nail to put in / wy 
publick conſent, for an Innovation to be made both in the Churc 
and State throughout the whole Roman Empire. 'To this end,their 
chief and only aim is, how to ſet the Princes of the Empire toge- 
ther by -the ears, and by taking off ſome of the Principal DoQors 
of the- Church, to bring the tyranny of the Spaniard, and the 
Primacy of the Pope, into Germany. Concerning which ve 

roje&t I have heard the Provincial Del-Rzo himſelt, diſcourſing 
Ns whoſe plots and Machinations, were ſuch as follow. 
In the firſt place ( ſaith he) care and pains muſt be uſed, to eſtrange 
the affeCtions of the Princes of the Empire, one from another. 

Now the means ( faid he ) to effect that, is towork upontheir 
contrariety of opinions, in matters of Religion : And for this 
end let the Emperor beincited to make a Declaration, that he 
; will not grant liberty of Conſcience in matters of Religion, ex- 

there ſhall firſt be a reſtitution made of ſuch goods, as were 
taken from the Clergy upon the Treaty at Paſſaw : for this is a 
point whereat they will ſtick afſuredlty, and deny ir. 

Let the Emperor thereupon ſend his Princes, and demand the 
fame of the Cities of the Empire. "They will cither obey or de- 
ny : if they conſent and obey, all is well : if they refuſe, let him 
proclaim them Rebels, and expoſe them to beſerzed upon by the 
next. neighbouring Princes, bur ſtill let the matter be ſo carried, 
that he be ſure to oppoſe a Lutheran and a Calviniſt, the one a- 
gainſt the other. | 

Moreover, ſome device muſt be found out, that the Duke of 
Bavaria may fall foul either upon the Elefor Palatine, or wpon the 
Duke of Wittemberg, for them may the Emperor be ef wonto 
proclaim. bim Traytor whom the Duke of Bavaria ſhall d:ſtaſte, 
and all means taken away of making pacification either with Papuſt 
or Calviniſt for them ; beſides, thereby will be raiſed unrecon- 
cilable diviſions in the Empire, never to be quenched before an 
highway be made for the accompliſhment of our deſires. For 
the further ripening of which Deſign, the Feſ#its unbethought 
themſelves further of this Stratagem. Ir will follow ( ſay they ) 
neceſſarily, when any City of the Empire ſhall be proclaimed re. 
bellious, that every ſeveral Prince will be more ready and willing 
to ſerve his own turn upon the” ſpoil thereof, then to admit any 0- 
ther that ſhall be emulons of the ſame booty to prevent him, "This 
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for the Generality. More particularly yet, means muſt be found 
out, to ſer the Princes of Saxony at difference, thar their ſtrength 
and power may be broken, orart leaſt weakened. 

Now that may be moſt conveniently effeed thus : firſt, if the 
Adminiſtration of the Primacy of Magdeburg, which now is va- 
cant,” be given to the Bavarian Elector of Colen, neither the 
Marquiſs of Brandenburg, nor the Duke of Saxony, will eafily 
grant their conſents thereto. - 

Secondly, if that ſucceed not according to our defires, there 
muſt be ſome cauſe pretended, why the Duke of Saxony either 
doth ſeem worthy, or ought to ſeem worthy to be removed from 
the Electoral Dignity. For, if in times the Princeſs of the 
Empire caſt down Wenceſlaus, from the Imperial Throne, becauſe 
they had adjudged him a negligent Prince: ſurely the Emperor 
may take as juſt an occaſion, to remove, from the Eleftoral Dig- 
nity, the Duke of Saxony, who is drunk everyday. And inthis 
reſpec, let his Imperial Majeſty reſtore and confer that Dignity, 
upon the houſe and family of he Duke of Weymar. And becauſe 
theſe Princes are yet under age, let the Adminiſtration of that 
Ele&orſhip, be committed to Henry of Brunſwick, a learned and 
vigilant Prince. This proje&t being once ſer afoot, cannot 
chuſe bur beger infinite diſtrachons, throughour all Saxony, fo 
ſhall it come to paſs, that they ſhall waſte and weary themſelves 
one againſt another, and by that means, become utterly unable 
to withſtand a common foe, when he ſhall come upon them. 

And as forthe Marquiſs of Brandenburg and them of Pomerania, 
let means be uſed to move the King TH 

ors kinſman, to covenant with his uncle the King of Sweth- 
land, that they two ſhall invade and divide Pruſſia, and Canton 
the ſame : which thing the Marquiſs of Brandenburg will oppoſe 
with all his powers. Now as concerning the Landgrave of Heſſen, 
he muſt be urged and ſolicited daily to divide the inheritance e- 
qually with his uncle Lodowick, and to reſign the government of 
Hertsfield to the Biſhop of Wirtzburg : if he refuſe to doo, ler 
him be proclaimed Rebel, and let his inheritance be afſigned unto 
his uncle Lodowick. 

Moreover, as for the Duke of Wittenberg, and the EleQor Pa- 
latine, they two may with eaſe be ſet together by the cars, if the 
Duke be commanded to make reſtitution of ſome Religious houſes, 


or otherwiſe upon his refuſal be proclaimed Rebel, and ſome neigh- 
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bouring Monaſteries be afligned to the Eleftor Palatine, and. a+ 
mongſt them one eſpecially, which he hath been obſerved to have 
aimed at long ago. | ; 

And theſe be thoſe killing projeQs of the Feſwits, which I have 
have heard from their own-mouths, not without admiration even 
ty altonuſhment, and they haye many more of like ſort, all which 
I do not at thus preſent remember. 

Moreover, there hath been a Conſultation among the Feſuits 
to ſend abroad ſome bold Aſ/aſſinates, who by Poilon or by the 
Piſtol, may cut off -the Principal Doftors of the Reformed 
Churches, fellows who are ſo abſolute Maſters in that trade of 
Poiſoning, that they are able ſo to infeft Platters, Saltſellers, Ba- 
ſons, Kettles, Pots, and Caldrons, and ſuch like veſſels of or- 
dinary uſe ; that albeit they ſhall be ten times over-waſhed. and 
wiped, yet ſhall they retainthe power andinfeRtion of moſt dead- 
ly and ſpeeding poiſon. Wherefore, I humbly adviſe all godly 
and Religious Goyernours and Miniſters of the Church, that 
hereafter they be wary, and cautelous how they truſt any, butſuch 
as of whoſe fidelity they have had ſuſhcienterial. 

And theſe things could never have fallen within compaſs of mine 
underſtanding, nor ever did, before ſuch time as I heard them 
from the Principals and Heads of the Society of Feſuits, together 
with- many other particulars, which I held my felt bound in Con- 
ſcience to reveal to the world, for the goodot my Countrey, and 
of the Churchof Chriſt. 


CHAP. VII 


The reaſons why this Gentleman left them, and turn'd 
Proteſtant, and the miſeries he ſuffered by the Jeſuits 
and others, before he arrived into England. 


Tb | had not ts attained to the years of a man, yet I was 
ſhll ( asall are by natural inclination ) well affefted-to my 
native foil, which the Sefuit perceiving ( though they ay 15 
not any thing ro the contrary but that I would continue a Catho- 
lick ) they declared daily ro me how much I was obliged to God, 
tor delivering meout of the bondage of Error and Hereſie in my 
very infancy, and diſ-ſwaded me withall from converſing with any 
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of my native Countrey, which were not of the Church of Rome, 
upon pain of being Anathemartized, and rejefted outof the ſame 
boly Carholick Church. And when they heard of the deceaſe 
of my Grandfather and other kindred,they charged me not to wiſh 
a requiem to their Souls, becauſe they were Hereticks, and ſo by 
conſequence are damned in Hell, and commanded me-to pray 
to the Virgin Mary, and to all the Saintsin heaven for the reſt of 
my ſurviving friends, thatthey might atlengrth become Proſelyres 
to the Roman faith and obedience, I ge themthe hearing with 
patience ; but when I came to be of the ageof 18 years, or 
thereabouts, I began to read the ſacred Scriptures in ſecret, and be- 
ing curious to know the grounds of the di ces between the 
Proteſtants and our ſelves, viz. of the Popes Supremacy, the 
real Preſence of Chriſt in the Euchariſt, the Indulgencies, Pardons, 
and profits of Purgatory, with the Popes Authority to ſet up and 
depoſe Kings, ( for, nitimur invetitum ſemper cupimuſque _ 
we have a very itching deſire to that which is moſt ſtrictly for- 
bidden ws, which we had from our granmother Eve. ) I be 
to enquire into and examin the liveg,and courſes of our Feſuits 
and Prieſts, and beſides, 1 ſuperviſed the Letrer of Dr. Hall and 
Mr. Bedel, which I found in my fathers Study, &c. And at- 
ter I had conferred one thing with another, I found more re- 
ſemblance of Probability in the Proteſtants Religion, than in our 
own; Beſides I never found any pregnant proof that they could 
alledg out of the Scriptures that the Pope was the only Head of 
the Church Militant | nor that the Apoſtles of Chriſt were com- 
manded ro exerciſe any Spiritual or Temporal Juriſdiction over 
each other, but dire&tly to the contrary,- and leaſt of all, over 
all other Dominions in the World. ] Nor could I ever findthey 
had good authentick Arguments for Purgatory, Indulgences, holy 
Grains, Meddals, &c. As for the real Preſence of Chriſt in the 
Euchariſt, I could neyer obtain a full liberty from my reafonto 
believe it ; And as for the Popes Bull ( for which each perſon 
from 7 years of age and ares gives 12 pence to his Catholick 
Maietty, by vertuc whereot he may cat any groſs meat ( called 
groſſura ) with eggs, milk, butter, cheeſe, &c. on Saturdays, 
and ſuch hke days ; I perceived this to be bur a trick of State- 
pomp of the King, to fill his coffers, the Pope giving him way, 
and ſharing with him 1n the profit ; 

Now touching their Miracles, they pretend to bedaily done in 
Spain, 
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Spain, Flanders, Italy, and other parts, (though inquiſitive abs 
them, yet) I never could ſee any. And as for the boly Crucifix, 


which is inthe Suburbs of the City Burg, which they ſhew to ; ? 


great Perſonages, with as much devotion as if it had been Chriff 
himſelf, telling them, that his Hair and Nails do grow miricu- 
loufly, which they cut and pair every month, giving them to No- 
blemen as holy Relicks, forſooth, I judge it a thing incredible, 
and thereby- all their pretended Miracles to be but meer Im 
ſtures. Aslikewiſe the grand Miracle of Hermana Luiſa, the Nun 
of Carrion, who for _ years ſpace - hath lived by the bare 
receipt of the Hoſt,which it any could believe in truth and reality, 
argues, in my opinion, a very ſottiſh Credulity. - And infinite other 
Miracles and Relicks which: they have, I have found to be meer 
Cheats and Coſenages. As alſotheir Maſſes for the dead, and de. 
liveriog of Souls our of Purgatory, by ſaying Maſs for them on a 
Priviledged Altar. Nay, ſome of them make Spells of their Re- 
licks, as Peter Godfrey, that Prieſt of Marſeils, ( famous for infa- 
my) who was burnt not many years {ince, for bewitching the prin- 
cipal Ladies of that Province; for inſtead of Agnws Dei, and other 
Relicks, he gave rhem Inchantments, whereby they might fall in 
love with him, (of which you may read at large in the French Tra- 
gical Hiſtory. ) 

Moreover, I examined the cauſe why the,Pope ſhould beautifie 
Garnet and Campian, with ſeveral others, as Saints and holy men, 
and could find no manner of colour and ground, except it were 
becauſe their Souls were fo frightfully black with the Gun-powder 
Treaſon, that they werein danger to terrihe all the Devils Gueſts 
ofthar Generation; and therefore to abate of their dreadful aſpect, 
he painted them, and of black made them white Devils. For the 
Feſaits themſelves confeſſed tome, witneſs Father Bently and Fa- 
ther Freeman, the one Miniſter of the Colledge at St. Omers, the 
other, one of the Maſters of the Schools ) that the Legend of Mi- 
raclcs of their Saints is, for the moſt part, falſe; onely ( ſaid they ) 
it was made with a good intention (forſooth) and that in this par- 
ticular itis not onely Lawful, but Meritorzom-to he and write fach 
things, tothe endthe common people might, with greater zeal, 
ſerve God and his Saints, and that otherwiſe there would be no 
means to govern them, andeſpecially ro draw the Women to good 
order, being by nature more facile and credulous, arid for the moſt 


part addicted to novelties and nuraculous events. 
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a\Þ tewiſe the diſcontent of my Father after his death, and his 
,-——etters to his Brother in Eng gave me to underſtand, that 
_ the Roman Faith was not the ſureſt way to Salvation. - [| What this 
" Gentleman's meaning is, I cannot certainly tell, 1 have writ bis own 
words verbatim ; ſuppoſe bus Father walked after his death, and 
related ſeveral things that evidenced a diſturbed mind, «pon the 
| account of the Catholick Religion, &xc. | 
| Likewiſe theſe moſt abominable dealings that are uſed at the 
| Election of their Popes, being choſen, for the moſt part, by favouff 
and money, their Pfedeceflors being extinguiſhed by poiſon and 
villanous means, and for which end the King of Spain hath Am- 
baſſadors continually employ'd at Rowe, which confer great lar- 
geſles of annual Penſions, to inflame them to nominate hym Pope 
| whom he pleaſeth. The like doth the King of France by his Am- 
baſſadors; but the Spaniſh Indian Oyl for the moſt part greaſeth 
| home to the purpoſe : For when the Spaniards faw the King of 
France wwinvade the Valtoline in the year 1624, thar the Po 
» took his part asone of his Creation, they began to caſt our Libels, 
and ſet them upon the Paſquil of Roxxe, threatning the Pope with 
a ſudden end it he did notrecant ; which he did, tor fear the Spa- 
iſh venome might operate in his ſtomach. 
Likewiſe the detenſion of the Kingdom of Naples from the 
Pope confirmed me, that the Spaniards were, and are little better 
| than Atheiſts, onely making uſt of the Pope for their own parti- 
| cular, ambition, and ends, as to confirm and eſtabliſh him in un- 
| lawful Monarchies, andunder colour oof Religion to make Subjets 
become Slaves. 

Moreover Charles. the Fifth ſacking Rome, and with his Army 
belieging the Pope in his Caſtle of St. Angelo,was to this particular 
end, roconfirm him Emperor,and to colour and maintain all his un- 
lawful Uſurpations. ; 

TC, Likewiſe it confirmed mein the Proteſtant Religion, to ſee how 
| Flanders and other parts, the Jeſuits, Friers, and others, before 


they enter their Colledges, Monaſteries, and other Religious 
Houſes, to be Probationers onely for a week or a month, ther 
Friends, Parents, and others give them a good ſum of money to 
ſpend in Ale-houſes, "Taverns, and _— prophane Houſes, for to 

take 
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- "take their farewell of the world ; of which I was an eye-witneſs 
both at. Antwerp and Doway. 

Likewiſe it confirmed me ir) the ſaid Proteſtant Religion, to. ſee- 


Proteſtants with whom I converſed,ſo modeſt, religious, and honeſt, , 
quite contrary to the report of the Jeſuits, who make them worſe 


than Devils. All which I having well conſider'd, and alſo ob- 
ſerving the .cozenages and impoſtures of the Jeſuits, Prieſts, and 
Monks int. Omers, Doway, Flanders, Spain, France, and elſe- 
where, my Father being dead, and I at my own diſpoſal, I came 
for England, where intending to declare my ſelf a Proteſtant, I 
was adveruſed by ſome great Perfonages of Authority in this 
Kingdom, to keep my reſolution for a time, that ſo I might the 
better diſcover the Plots and Stratagems of our Adverſaries, and 
hereby do my Countrey far greater ſervice. 

Whereupon I ſtreight made my repair tothe Court of the Arch- 
Dutcheſs, where being ſuſpected as a Spic, 1 was in great danger 
of my lite, by the negligence of ſome who had employ'd me ; I 


had forthwith been impriſoned, had not Earl Gandawor interceded 


for me, who never could be perſwaded that ever I would turn 
Proteſtant, being fo long confirmed in the Romiſh Religion. But 
I would not let any occafion over-{lip me, bur raking the beſt op- 
portunity time did then allot me, I direfted my courle tor England. 

Where after a quarter of a years abode, I was ſent back again 
into France, having my relidence at Pars, where [ gave intelli- 
gence to ſome great Perſonages of this Kingdom: and ſending 
Letters by my Man for England, he being bribed by ſome of our 
Land, ( whoſe names I here ſpare) they were intercepted and de- 
livered toa Sorbon Dottor, Dr. Mather by name, whom the Letters 
partly concerned. (Now at this very time one Smith, Nephew to the 
Biſhop of Chalcedon, ſtaid rwo months in Pars, on purpoſe to have 
kilPd me. ) | | 

This became an occaſion of great affliction to me, for being 'by 
him diſcovered, my Penſion trom Spain was debarr'd me, and 
forthwith the Jeſuits and Prieſts banded themſelves, and conſpired 
againſt me, and cauſed my Hoſt ro impriſon me for ſome Moneys 
I owed him, where ſuffered for fix months ſpace ; receiving Let- 
ters from my Mother in Spain, ( who perſwaded me to fix my ſelf 
eitherin Naples, Milan, Sicily, &c. ) and ſeveral viſits from the 
Fathers, ( who could not well tell what to conjefture of me) I en- 
tertain'd them with all ourwardſhews of favour, &c. till my Mo-

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ol gaendy them a fair pair of heels, and in ſtead”of goin 
towards Spain or Italy, Ibent my .ovurſe rowards England, taking, 
my journey towards Roanand Deep in Normandy ; and finding no 
Supping at either places, I bent my courſe forCallis, taking my 
journey by a Town call'd Arks, or Arka, where lodging at an Inn, 
I (with a fellow Companion) was robb'd by Soldiers, and in 'ex- 
rreme danger of our lives; . and being eſcaped that difficulty 
(blefſed be God ) I ſoon fell into a greater ;. for being embarqued 
in an Engliſh Veſſel newly come from Dover, there ova hve or 
ſix Papiſts in the Ship, bound with me for Eng/and, it hapned that 
ſome of them knew me; and underſtanding that Thad left my 
Penſion, &c. fear'd that | had no good affteCtion tothe Catholicks 
in England, and therefore they accuſed me as a Spice againitthar 
State : Whereuponthe Captain of the Ports committed me to Cu- 
ſtody, and the — 7 pou of that Town caſt me into Priſon. 
[ began to manifeſt my innocency ; but he told me I was falſe, and 
was accuſed by Angels, ( ——mor; Aon Jeſuits) and preſented me 
to the Rack to extort Confeſſions tram me, where I was kept ina 
Cage or Dungeon, remaining under ſeven Locks, forthe ſpace of 
three days, without any food ; my Bed was Straw, which had not 
been _ in ten months, without any cover ;- as for my Shirr, 
I never had any variety, my hair grew wild and favage-like, my 
Companions werethouſands of Lice and Fleas, andin this miſery 
I continued near ten months. And to augment my miſery, Father 
Baldwin, with thereſt of the Engliſh Teſuits in St. Omers, not onely 
ſent, but came themſelves to Calls to perſuade the Governour for 
my continual reſtraint during my whole life. The Teſuits in Eng- 
land alſo hearing of me, writ Letters to Calls tothe ſame effe&. 

At length I perceived. my life was the mark they ſhor ar, ( they 
not long before having determinedto hang me for a Horſe-ſtealer) 
had not the truth been diſcovered by one Carpenter, the King of 
France's Advocate-General, and one of the Politeſt Wits for Law 
in the whole Kingdom, whoſe hapit was ar that time to be in Pri- 
ſon with me. | 

To be ſhort, ſeveral Perſons of quality hearing of my milcry, 
interceded with the Governour in my behalf, (as my Lord Mount- 
roy, who had been taken Priſoner at the Ile of Ree, Colonel Grey, 
Mr. Walter Mountague, the Governour of Pontſel, who was my 
Lord Mountjoy's Conductor) butall in vain : Nay, the King of 
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the reſt of ay ereparaneu cent and Intereſt , 
and fo As was ſer free. Thus giving Almighty Godhearty thanks fo2
